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Former trainer Pearce chosen 
for Maryland steward’s post 



R OSS Pearce might be the one per¬ 
son on the planet who rode both 
Jay Trump and Mountain Dew and, 
while that fact didn’t clinch the job inter¬ 
view, Maryland racing’s newest steward 
likes to think it couldn’t have hurt. 

“My father was a trainer and later a 
blacksmith,” Pearce said after completing 
a stint at Timonium’s Maryland State Fair 
meet in September. “He shod both of 
them and I was probably 5 years old, but I 
sat on both of them and rode them in the 
shedrow.” 

The feat helped plant a seed in Pearce, 
who grew up around steeplechase horses 
with his great aunt Babe Saportas, flat 
horses with his uncle Jose de Murguiondo 


and horses in general with his father 
David —whose blacksmithing clients 
included the timber greats. Triple Crown 
winner Seattle Slew, Grade 1 winner Cure 
the Blues and any number of standouts in 
Maryland and beyond. 

Ross Pearce worked at Pimlico as a 
9-year-old hotwalker, later galloped 
before class at Gilman School, rode 
jump races, trained for Buckland Farm 
and most recently was at the forefront 
of an officiating upgrade at the National 
Steeplechase Association. 

The Maryland job was a natural 
progression for the Monkton resident, who 
joins fellow new hire Russell Derderian 
and four-year veteran Adam Campola in 


the stewards’ stands at Laurel Park, Pimlico 
Race Course and Timonium. Pearce and 
Derderian were hired to fill the vacancies 
left by the retirements of John Burke and 
Phil Grove this year. 

“When Adam got the job years ago, 
I put in for it then, so it’s something 
Fve thought about,” said Pearce. “But I 
definitely wasn’t thinking of this when I 
started out, but it makes a lot of sense now. 
I like the job. It keeps me in racing.” 

Pearce rode steeplechase races in the 
1970s and early 1980s, but stopped to take 
a training position with Thomas MeUon 
Evans’ Buckland Farm. Pearce stayed 
for 10 years, winning graded stakes with 
Southern Sultan, Seattle Meteor, Dance 
Colony and Colonial Waters among others. 

When the National Steeplechase 
Association moved to professionalize its 
stewarding pool several years ago, Pearce 
was one of the first recruits. He attended 
training sessions with the NS A, and later 
became accredited through the Racing 
Officials Accreditation Program at the 
University of LouisviUe, ultimately rising 
to a senior steward on the steeplechase 
circuit and helping teach others. With 
racing at some 30 venues in a dozen states, 
previously staffed by volunteer officials, 
the progress was substantial. 

“The steeplechase side has improved 
a lot and I hope I was part of that 
change,” Pearce said. “People noticed. At 
the continuing-education things we do, 
they see the stuff steeplechasing is doing 
and that’s good for everybody.” 

Pearce has to forget some of that 
steeplechase knowledge, though the rules 
are similar, and translate it to flat racing, 
a new jockey colony and racing on dirt 
and turf ovals as opposed to rolling turf 
courses and temporary infrastructure. 

“The steeplechase meets can feel like 
opening day every day because you’ve got 
to talk to everybody about their job,” he 
said. “At the racetrack everything flows. 
People know their jobs. Plus, I don’t have 
to travel as much. I’U miss it, but this is a 
good opportunity.” 

The one-time hotwalker, former jump 
jockey, ex-flat trainer is now a steward on 
a major flat-racing circuit. He relishes the 
opportunity. 

“I like the fairness of it, I like being 
a fair guy,” he said. “At the end of the 
day somebody’s unhappy and somebody’s 
happy when we make a decision. That’s the 
nature of the beast.”

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Darley shifts 2-year-old 
focus from Aiken Training Track 


A iken Training Track lost a major 
client with the announcement in July 
that Darley America would close its 
operation at the South Carolina training 
center. 

Darley owns a barn that once belonged 
Hall of Fame trainer Mack Miller, and later 
Stonerside Stable, and rented a second 
barn to create a 60-horse base for prepping 
2-year-olds in the winter and spring. Going 
forward, Darley’s young horses will prep at 
independent farms in Florida.

Parx-and horsemen-prep for

For Virginia racing, Morven Park 
is back to the future: A contract 
between the Virginia Equestrian Alli¬ 
ance, representing the state’s racing 
and breeding interests, and Morven 
Park, a historic estate located adjacent 
to the town of Leesburg, that will 
allow Thoroughbred race days appears 
to be nearing the signature phase, 
reports Nick Hahn. 

Garner Vinson and sons carry on 
“family tradition”: Fortunately for 
the business, a number of veteran 
trainers are passing along to their 
offspring the body of knowledge 
they’ve amassed through the years, 
writes Doug McCoy. 


“From an operational standpoint, Aiken 
didn’t fit into our long-term plans,” said 
Darley’s Dan Pride in September. “We 
had to have a year-round operation for 
something that was seasonal. Aiken has 
a great history, it’s a special town, the 
reverence for the horse is unique, our staff 
was great. The facility was not the issue 
at all.” 

Pride said the barn will most likely be 
offered for sale, and that Darley has heard 
from several potential purchasers and/or 
renters. Aiken Training Track was founded 
in 1941, with privately owned barns having 
access to the track for a usage fee. Through 
the years. Thoroughbred stars Kelso, Open 
Fire, Pleasant Colony, Shuvee, Stage Door 
Johnny, Swale, Tom Fool, Elkridge, Forty 
Niner, Late Bloomer, Neji and others used 
Aiken to prep for standout racing careers. 
Aiken was a thriving winter base for major 
owners and trainers and, as late as 1986, 
some 400 Thoroughbreds called the barns 
near the training track home. 

“We’re in the 150 range now, give or 
take,” said Brad Stauffer, president of the 


training track. “We’re losing the track- 
usage fee for the amount of horses Darley 
would have training for the winter. That’s 
pretty sizable when they have 50 or 60 
horses here. But we’re going forward. We 
win continue to go forward. It just puts us 
in a little bit of a pinch.” 

The track was built by Fred and William 
Post, who came to Aiken to play polo in 
1941. Horses from major stables Greentree, 
Rokeby and Claiborne called Aiken home 
with trainers Miller, John Gaver, William 
Burch and Woody Stephens among others. 
Today, a group of shareholders owns the 
track and two barns (60 stalls). Another 
group headed by Cary Frommer, Alice 
Knowles and Jack Wetzel recently crafted a 
plan to restore four other barns (80 stalls) 
at the training center. Stauffer plans to 
work on marketing Aiken, which has seen 
an increase in sport-horse activity over 
the last several years, as a Thoroughbred 
destination once again. 

“It hasn’t changed, it’s a great facility,” 
he said. “The weather is perfect, we rarely 
miss a day and it’s a great place to train 
a horse. We’re kind of a little bit off the 
beaten track now compared to where we 
used to be, but that doesn’t mean we can’t 
succeed.”

T welve yearlings bred in the Mid- 
Atlantic, aU colts, went through the 
ring at the Fasig-Tipton Saratoga 
select yearling sale, Aug. 10-11 in Saratoga 
Springs, N.Y., and 11 sold, for an average 
of $230,455. 

The top price at $500,000 was a 
gray Pennsylvania-bred colt from the 
final crop of Unbridled’s Song. Bred 
by Blackstone Farm, the colt is a half- 
brother to multiple graded stakes winner 
Unzip Me; his second dam is 10-time 
stakes winner and Breeders’ Cup Sprint-

A s their kids are growing up, it’s not 
unusual for most parents to face 
the dilemma of unexpected pets. 
Puppies, kittens, hamsters, reptiles, etc. 
often become unplanned members of 
the family once Mom and Dad have been 
worn down by one too many choruses of 
“Can we keep him. . . pleeeeeeeze?” 

Things were no different for Cindy 
Robinson. Well, maybe just a litde 
different. The puppies and kittens were 
horses, and her kid-Eclipse Award¬ 
winning jockey Jeremy Rose—was no 
longer a kid at all by the time he started 
bringing former mounts home to their 
33-acre farm in State College, Pa. 

Evil Storm was one such horse. By 
Storm Broker out of the Piccolino mare 


Math’s Pic, the chestnut gelding was 
bred in Maryland by Country Roads Ltd. 
and ran for the partnership of George 
Margetson and Old Coach Farm. Trained 
by Mike Gorham, Evil Storm earned 
$463,034 in a career that spanned six years 
and produced credentials of 56-8-8-13. 

“He was a reaUy cool horse, an easy ride, 
laid back. Always tried hard,” Rose said. 

Stakes-placed earlier in his career, a 
victory in the 2007 Maryland Million 
Classic was Evil Storm’s shining moment. 

“That was the race of his life. I don’t 
think anyone expected him to run that 
weU. I’d ridden him before in a few stakes, 
but he crushed that field, and it was a 
really decent field,” Rose said. 


After continuing to earn checks for the 
next two years. Evil Storm was retired at 
age 8 after his 2009 season. 

“He never really got sore, but he got to 
the point where he had done enough for 
the owners and they wanted a good home 
for him,” Rose said. 

Rose didn’t hesitate to approach 
Gorham and Margetson and offer the 
horse exactly that. 

“Jeremy called me one day and said 
'Mom, they’re going to retire Evil Storm, 
and he’s coming to the farm,’” Robinson 
explained. “And I said 'ok, no problem.’ 
The farm was pretty nice; we had 
beautiful white fencing, we had gorgeous 
pastures, everything was groomed to a T.” 
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Robinson had been down that same road before. Rose 
called his mother one day and asked her to drive to Penn 
National to pick up Balarat, his first stakes winner. When 
Evil Storm joined the fold, Robinson asked her friend Audra 
Simpson to help the gelding transition into his new career. 

Simpson rode the horse that spring and liked him from 
the start. By fall, he was living the life of a proper retiree at 
Robinson’s farm when the prospect of a new home spurred 
Simpson and Robinson to action. 

'If you have any time. I’ve got someone interested in giving 
Evil a good home,” Robinson told her friend. "He hasn’t been 
ridden for a while, so longe him first if you want to and caU 
me when you’re done and let me know how it goes.” 

Simpson went to Robinson’s farm over Thanksgiving 
weekend. Running a bit late, she didn’t bother with the longe 
line, but tacked up and went for a leisurely hack. Returning to 
the barn, she spent time pulling his mane and "just loving on 
him a bit.” 

When she glanced at her phone, she noticed several missed 
calls and voicemails from Robinson. When she called, the 
voice on the other end was a little bit jumpy. 

"Are you OK?” Robinson asked. 

"Yeah, sure, why?” Simpson replied 

As it turned out. Evil Storm hadn’t been ridden since April 
and Robinson was trying to warn Simpson of the potential 
for disaster. 

"I just hopped on him and hacked him around as if he’d 
been ridden the day before,” Simpson said. "He was just a 
doU.” 

That afternoon was enough to convince Simpson to speak 
up and put in her bid for Evil Storm. She asked Robinson to 
give her first refusal before rehoming him. Simpson’s mother, 
Carol Stewart, had lost her own horse a few years before and 
had yet to find a suitable replacement. 

"Evil Storm was such a people pleaser. I thought he would 
be perfect for my mom. She met him a couple of weeks later 
and we ended up taking him home. She did not like the name 
Evil so we caU him Storm. She thought that was very negative 
for such a sweet horse. I always loved EvU because it was so 
totaUy opposite of what the horse was. I Uke the irony of it.” 

This summer, Simpson’s 12-year-old daughter KyUe 
became the third generation to pilot EvU Storm. When 
her show pony suffered an injury requiring a lengthy layup, 
Simpson offered Storm. 

"She said WeU let’s go get him!’ Her pony is 14.1 and 
Storm is a soUd 16.1. She tacked him up, didn’t want my 
help or anything—and off she went. I took a video of her 
cantering him, being the perfect gentleman. I have never 
seen such a happy horse. Ears are up aU the time. He’s totaUy 
a people horse. You walk into the barn and he’s Uke 'Me! 

Me! Me! Me! Me!’ He has a home with us for Ufe. AU three 
generations just love him.” 

Rose is pleased to hear that his old pal found such a great 
situation. 

"I saw a video of him and it looks Uke he’s doing great. He 
might even be better at this second career than he was at the 
last one.” #

An uneasy 
balancing act 


alance. It’s about balance. 

I get asked all the time how peo¬ 
ple in jump racing justify the danger, 
the potential for equine injury. First I say 
it’s not as dangerous as it looks. Then I talk 
about balance. 

Death with life. Injury with enjoyment. 
Danger with athleticism. Unknown with 
known. I try to paint a picture with big 
brushes... 

Steeplechasers routinely race at 8, 9, 10, 
11 , even 12 years old. Without jump racing, 
where would older geldings like that be? 
Some might make it out of flat racing OK 
and find non-racing careers, others would 
become racing fodder—sliding down the 
claiming ladder to new barns and finally 
to obscurity. Four-year-old gelding Grand 
Strand raced at Parx in July. He was found 
at the New Holland Auction in August, 
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dramatically saved from a fate nobody 
wants to know. Three years after selling for 
$300,000 as a yearling, six weeks after rac¬ 
ing for a $7,500 claiming tag, about seven 
months after posing for a win picture, he 
was worthless. 

He might have made someone a nice 
steeplechaser, but we’ll never know. 

Twelve-year-old champion steeplechas¬ 
er Divine Fortune died from a broken 
shoulder suffered when he fell at the last 
fence of the Grade 1 New York Turf 
Writers Cup at Saratoga Aug. 27. The 
moment won’t go away. Not for owner Bill 
Pape, his wife Anne, trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard, jockey Darren Nagle, assistant 
trainer Keri Brion, the others in the barn 
and anyone else who saw it or even heard 
about it. 

I’m sure it hurt the horse too, though I 
don’t like to think about it. He was making 
his 47th lifetime start-and 43rd over 
jumps-and had fallen twice before at the 
last fence of a race. The Pennsylvania-bred 
used a daring, front-running style. He 
jumped long and bold, with flair. He’d put 
other horses under pressure with that style, 
then try to make it last. Often it did, with 
Grade 1 wins in the Colonial Cup, Iroquois 
and Grand National and two major wins in 
Saratoga’s A.P Smithwick Memorial to 
show for it. In the 2015 Turf Writers, his 
fifth start in the race, he led to the last 
fence but the others were rallying. He 
turned for home with energy, briefly kicked 
away for a few strides. The fence came up 
wrong in terms of a takeoff spot and he 
gave it a go, rising with eventual winner 
Bob Le Beau (Ire) but falling hard and roll¬ 
ing twice on the ground. He stayed down. 
I knew he was hurt, even when he scram¬ 
bled to his feet and the crowd cheered. I’ll 
remember those pricked ears and that high 
head staring far away as he got on the 
ambulance. 

The next day, someone from the flat 
world asked me to put it in some kind 
of context. I went to a big one. It was as 
if Wise Dan died from a racetrack break¬ 
down. The questioner winced, but that’s 



what it felt like. Jump racing lost a hero in 
that fall. 

But then I tried for some balance. 

Divine Fortune was 12, way past his 
usefulness as a flat horse. He lived on a 
farm in Pennsylvania, got turned out with 
friends every day, was loved by Brion and 
everyone in the barn. He sauntered to 
morning gallops in rolling fields. Without 
steeplechasing, he may have wound up 
where Grand Strand did-years ago-and 
might not have been so lucky. Divine 
Fortune died in a race, not in a slaughter¬ 
house. His last moment on Earth was an 
act of human kindness and mercy. His 
body was cremated and a memorial service 
was being planned. Divine Fortune was 
never worthless, even if he played a risky 
game. 

Balance. 

Divine Fortune was the second con¬ 
secutive horse to die in a fall at the last 
fence of the Turf Writers. There were 
way too many falls at Saratoga this sum¬ 
mer. Critically, you have to ask why though 
the answers come from everywhere—luck, 
circumstance, horse skill, jockey skill, 
course configuration, the fences them¬ 
selves. Something will surely change next 
year. There’s too much pressure, too much 
visibility. 

But find some balance. 

Making radical changes at Saratoga 
because of the impact runs the risk of 
considering those races-and those horses- 
more valuable than those that get hurt 
elsewhere. And that’s not the case. Every 
horse, ever race, matters. 

I wish I had a better answer. Steeplechase 
horses die from racing injuries at a greater 
rate than their flat counterparts—leaving 
the ground 10 times in 2y8 miles simply 
increases the chances for a problem. But 
do they die at a greater rate now than they 
used to? Are the horses different? Has 
something changed? Or are we just more 
aware of injuries with television access, 
social media, transparency? Are we more 
sensitive to it now than we used to be? 

Or do we aU just need more balance?

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M eadow Stud—the name conjures images of a magical, 
fantastical place, where on a cold rainy March night 
in 1970 one of the most illustrious racehorses in his¬ 
tory was born. 

In a span of less than 40 years, the Virginia birthplace of 
Secretariat turned out a string of extraordinary horses. And 
then it seemed to vanish. 


What became of Meadow Stud after 
the heady days of the 1970s? Until a few 
years ago, that remained the question, 
as the Doswell, Va., property underwent 
ownership changes, failed grand plans, 
decay and disrepair. 

But Meadow Stud, known today as 
The Meadow Event Park, is a rejuvenated 
facility owned and operated by the Virginia 
Farm Bureau Federation. The property 
has undergone a metamorphosis, from

privately owned Thoroughbred breeding 
farm to a multi-purpose facility home to 
the State Fair of Virginia and a myriad of 
events, from weddings to horse shows, 
conferences and trade shows. 

Horses are no longer bred and raised 
on the property, but a core of the original 
farm Christopher Chenery purchased in 
1936 and proceeded to design, build and 
renovate to raise Thoroughbreds remains. 
Known as The Meadow Historic District, 
that portion of the park was named to the 
National Register of Historic Places by the 
National Park Service in May, after being 
placed on the Virginia Landmarks Register 
in March. 

The Meadow Historic District includes 
the foaling shed where Secretariat was 
born, and the yearling and training barns 
where he was stabled, as well as Meadow 
Stud’s stallion barn, former home to cham¬ 
pion and classic sire First Landing. Markers 


in a small horse cemetery indicate the 
final resting places of Hall of Famers 
Hill Prince and Sun Beau, and one of the 
farm’s greatest broodmares, Imperatrice. 

The land’s history encompasses the 
days of the Youngtamund and Pamunkey 
Indians, British entitlements in the 1670s, 
purchase of 4,000 acres by Dr. Charles 
Dabney Morris in 1805. But it wasn’t 
until Chenery took ownership that Thor¬ 
oughbreds ran the fields. 

Lifelong horseman 

The evolution of Meadow Stud to a 
successful breeding operation and birth¬ 
place of a Triple Crown winner was the 
result of a “horse crazy kid and a deter¬ 
mined man,” said Leeanne Meadows 
Ladin, Secretariat tourism manager at The 
Meadow Event Park. 

Chenery was born in 1886 in Richmond 
and grew up in nearby Ashland, the second 


of five surviving children. Transportation 
was walking, riding or driving carriages, 
and because the family was poor, the first 
option was often the only one. 

But young Chenery constantly found 
ways to ride by doing errands or odd jobs 
for neighbors, and grew up loving horses 
and horse sports. As a young man, he 
played polo and foxhunted. His introduc¬ 
tion to the Thoroughbred world as a teen¬ 
ager planted the seed for his eventual leap 
to breeder of racehorses. 

While not regarded as a hotbed of 
Thoroughbred breeding, the Doswell 
area, approximately 10 miles northeast of 
Ashland, was the location of a significant 
operation in the 1800s. BuUfield Stable, 
founded by Thomas Doswell and later 
owned in partnership with his son, Maj. 
Thomas W Doswell (for whom the town 
was named), turned out numerous top- 
class runners and producers. Among its 
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Homebred champions: Cicada, First Landing, 
Hiii Prince, Riva Ridge, Secretariat. 

Homebred Hall of Famers: Cicada (1967), 
Prince (1991), Riva Ridge (1998), Secretariat 
(1974). 

Broodmares of the year: Hildene (1950), Iberia 
(1971), Somethingroyai (1973).

Chenery was a cousin by marriage 
to Bernard Doswell, son of Thomas 
W Doswell. As a teenager in the early 
1900s, Chenery had proven to be a good 
rider, and was entrusted with exercising 
Doswell’s runners, stabled and trained on 
a portion of the former BuUfield property 
named Hildene. 

The Meadow meant the world to the 
family. The Civil War had decimated 
families and fortunes, including those of 
Chenery’s parents, Jimmy and Ida. In addi¬ 
tion to trying to survive their own pov¬ 
erty, the Chenerys helped care for family | 
members who lived on The Meadow until | 
it was sold in 1912. Through the decades, ^ 
they spent many enjoyable hours there, and ^ 
were married on the property in 1882. Bryan G. represented Meadow Stable on the track, and later sired Hall of Famer Cicada. 

Memories of The Meadow, family. 

Thoroughbreds and a desire to reconnect 
to the area brought the Virginia-born 
Chenery back when he had the means to 
do it. 
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A hard-driving man 

Living in poverty as a child encouraged 
Chenery and his siblings to rise above it, 
and the children, guided and encouraged 
by Ida, went to coUege, got degrees and 
became successful. 

Christopher Chenery was adventurous, 
smart and driven, and made his fortune in 
utility companies, first with water, later gas 
and oil. He was an executive, and million¬ 
aire, by his early 40s. 

Chenery’s eventual purchase of The 
Meadow was the consequence of a life¬ 
changing event. At 50 he suffered a heart 
attack and was forbidden by his doctors 
to continue his hard riding ways. A more 
subdued horse activity, that of a breeder, 
was suggested. 

He approached the new venture with 
gusto, eventually enlarging the farm to 
more than 2,700 acres, renovating the 
manor house which became a getaway for 
his family (his wife Helen, and children 
Hollis, Margaret and youngest daughter 
Helen, known as Penny), designing barns 
based on the style at BuUfield, installing 
miles of fencing, and expanding the pas¬ 
ture land in ‘'The Cove” by repairing a dike 
to keep the North Anna River contained. 
The first foals were born in 1939. 

The barns were painted the stable col¬ 
ors of white with blue trim. The Meadow 
Stable silks—blue, white blocks, blue and 
white striped sleeves, blue cap with white 
ribbon-were described for the first time in 
the American Racing Manual 


A half-brother to future legend Secretariat, Sir Gaylord was favored for the 
1962 Kentucky Derby before an injury, and sired English Derby winner Sir Ivor among others. 


Chenery began acquiring breeding 
stock in 1938, with a report in that year’s 
American Racing Manual that nine mares 
and the aging staUion Whiskaway, a son 
of Whisk Broom II, were in residence at 
the farm. 

Among the mares was the unraced 
maiden Annie R. The daughter of *Bright 
Knight produced two foals, both by 
Whiskaway, and became the farm’s first 
stakes producer. 


Annie R.’s 1939 fiUy Cherrydale, lost at 
the claim box by Chenery less than three 
weeks earUer, won the 1943 Pawtucket 
Handicap over champion Alsab in August. 
The mare’s second foal, the 1940 gelding 
Hornbeam, became a multiple stakes win¬ 
ner at age 7. 

Chenery made a shrewd purchase at 
Saratoga in 1941, taking home the yearUng 
filly he named Anthemion for $1,000. The 
owner’s background with horses gave him

an eye for a purchase, but his acquaintance 
with Virginian Arthur B. Hancock Sr., who 
owned Ellerslie Stud near Charlottesville 
(as well as Claiborne Farm in Kentucky) 
paid off too. Anthemion, a daughter of 
Ellerslie stallion Pompey, was bred by 
Hancock, and he sold her at the sale. 

On June 23, 1943, Anthemion carried 
the Meadow Stable colors to victory for 
the first time in a stakes race when she took 
the Gazelle at Aqueduct. 


Anthemion raced one more season 
before joining the broodmare band. Her 
first foal was stakes winner Bryan G., who 
went on to sire Hall of Fame filly Cicada. 

The queen of Meadow Stud 

Family members describe Chenery’s 
Thoroughbred success as “an empire built 
on broodmares.” Fortune shined on the 
novice breeder in 1939, when he purchased

three yearling fillies from the estate of 
Kentucky breeder Edward F Simms, the 
most expensive a daughter of Kentucky 
Derby winner Bubbling Over for $750. 
Chenery named her Hildene. 

The bay fiUy didn’t race at 2, finished 
third once in eight tries at 3, and was 
retired. After producing her first foal in 
1943, she went blind. It was an inauspi¬ 
cious beginning for one of racing’s most 
illustrious broodmares. 
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A son of Hildene, First Landing was born at Ciaiborne Farm in Kentucky and was champion 2-year-oid 
of 1958. He stood the majority of his career at Meadow Stud and sired ciassic winner Riva Ridge. 


By 1943, The Meadow was home to 20 
broodmares and two stallions, most nota¬ 
bly the former world’s leading earner Sun 
Beau. Chenery took control of the stallion 
in 1940 from the estate of Willis Sharpe 
Kilmer, who bred and raced the champion, 
and stood him at his Court Manor Stud 
in Virginia. Sun Beau remained at The 
Meadow until he died in 1944. 

Hildene was bred to Sun Beau in 1943, 
and produced her second foal, Mangohick, 
the following spring. The gelding, the final 
stakes winner for Sun Beau, was a winner 
each year from 2 to 7. The sprint specialist 
won or placed in seven stakes, including 
back-to-back stakes wins five days apart at 
Jamaica and Monmouth Park in 1949. Two 
races before that Monmouth win, in the 
Rumson, another son of Hildene showed 
the depth of the fledgling breeding pro¬ 
gram in an allowance race. 

Hill Prince was a star from the start. 
The son of Eller she’s young staUion 
*PrincequiUo made his debut at Aqueduct 
July 2, 1949, and drew off by 7 lengths. 
He won the Monmouth ahowance and less 
than three weeks later was favored in the 
Saphng. A poor start resulted in the only 
blemish of his season as Hih Prince lost 
by a length. He won his next four, three 
in stakes, and was named the nation’s top 
2-year-old. 

The next year, Chenery’s first cham¬ 
pion became his first classic winner. Hih 
Prince won the Wood Memorial, Withers, 
Preakness, American Derby, Jerome, Jockey 
Club Gold Cup and Sunset Handicap, the 
latter two against older runners. Favored 
in the Kentucky Derby, he finished second 
behind Middleground, whom he thrashed 
in the Withers and Preakness. Hill Prince 
beat the top-class *Noor by 4 lengths in 
the Jockey Club Gold Cup, which helped 
secure Horse of the Year honors. 

Hill Prince returned to be named cham¬ 
pion at 4, and after 30 lifetime starts, in 
which he won or placed in 26, he retired 
as the 12th leading earner of aU-time with 
$422,140. 

Noted Chenery’s daughter Penny in an 
interview in Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred years 
later: ‘'[Hill Prince] was our first truly out¬ 
standing runner. He established the validity 
of C.T Chenery as an owner and a breeder 
. . . We raced Secretariat, Riva Ridge, First 
Landing, Gay Matelda. But first there was 
Hill Prince.” 

The 1950s was the decade of Hildene. 
Bred to *Princequillo twice more, she 
produced stakes winners Prince Hill 
(foaled in 1951) and Third Brother (1953). 
Combined, the three brothers earned more 
than $800,000 and won or placed in 46 


stakes. Third Brother eventually retired to 
Meadow Stud and sired 94 foals before his 
death from a heart attack in 1963. His six 
stakes winners included 1965 Horse of the 
Year Roman Brother. 

From 13 foals, Hildene had 12 starters 
and nine winners. Two of her daughters, 
while poor racemares, became stellar pro¬ 
ducers. Her 1949 fiUy Satsuma, by home 
stallion Bossuet (famous for his part in 
the triple dead heat in Aqueduct’s 1944 
Carter Handicap), added significantly to 
the Meadow Stud legacy as the dam of 
Cicada. Hildene’s daughter First Flush (by 
*Flushing II) was a prolific mare, delivering 
17 foals, 15 starters, four stakes perform¬ 
ers. Among descendants of First Flush is 
champion and leading sire Speightstown. 

Born when the mare was 18, Hildene’s 
next to last foal was the *Turn-to colt First 
Landing. Foaled at Claiborne Farm, he 
became Hildene’s second champion when 
he blasted through his 2-year-old season 
in 1958, winning 10 of 11 starts and six 
stakes. 

First Landing headed into his 3-year- 
old campaign as a leading contender for 


the spring classics, but didn’t continue 
to progress. The bettors sent him off as 
the favorite the Kentucky Derby, but he 
wound up third behind *Tomy Lee and 
Sword Dancer. 

After a dismal effort in the Preakness, 
First Landing was given time off Trainer 
J.H. “Casey” Hayes ordered multiple tests 
and it was reported that First Landing suf¬ 
fered a kidney ailment. He returned that 
fall, made 18 more starts, winning six, and 
was retired to stud at The Meadow. His 
first crop arrived in 1962. In his eighth 
crop was Riva Ridge. 

Purchase of a royal mare 

Hildene was a bargain yearling. Impera- 
trice, purchased by Chenery as a young 
broodmare in 1947, was near royalty. 

Bred in New Jersey by WH. LaBoyteaux, 
Imperatrice (by LaBoyteaux’s stallion 
Caruso) made her racing debut as a 2-year- 
old in 1940, and was considered by many 
as the nation’s top fiUy the next year after 
winning six of 12 starts including the Test 
Stakes and New England Oaks. At 4 she

defeated males in the Fall Highweight, 
and was retired by her breeder to his Hop 
Creek Farm in Holmdel, NJ. 

LaBoyteaux was renowned as a student 
of pedigrees, and bred the first four foals 
out of his star broodmare, but didn’t live 
to see them win. 

When LaBoyteaux died in January 1947, 
Imperatrice had a 3-year-old filly who was 
placed at 2; a 2-year-old fiUy by Whirlaway 
named Scattered; and a *Piping Rock year¬ 
ling colt named Imperium. The mare was 
in foal to *Piping Rock, and delivered a colt 
that spring. All but Scattered (purchased 
by King Ranch as a yearling and winner 
of the Coaching Club American Oaks and 
Pimlico Oaks) were part of the dispersal 
of LaBoyteaux’s horses that August. 

Chenery paid $30,000 for Imperatrice 
and her *Piping Rock colt he named 
Squared Away. Both *Piping Rock sons 
went on to become stakes winners. 
Imperatrice produced 12 foals for Chenery, 
three stakes winners. To the cover of HiU 
Prince, who stood at Claiborne Farm, 
came Imperial HiU; bred to Bryan G., she 
had Yemen; and sent to Bold Ruler in 


1959, she delivered SpeedweU. Her only 
foal by *Princequillo was the unplaced fiUy 
Somethingroyal. 

Meadow Stud in the 1960s 

The two most dominant runners for 
Chenery in the 1960s —Sir Gaylord and 
Cicada—came from the 1959 crop. 

A daughter of Bryan G. and Satsuma, 
Cicada was petite (15.2 hands) and domi¬ 
nant through three seasons of competi¬ 
tion. 

She was a champion at 2, 3 and 4, won 
18 stakes and 23 of 42 starts while finish¬ 
ing third or better 37 times. She retired 
after one start in 1964 as the richest race- 
mare in history with earnings of $783,674. 

At 2, she launched her career with a 
win in February at Hialeah and swept up 
the East Coast. Her first stakes win came 
in Delaware Park’s Blue Hen in May, and 
from August to October she won six con¬ 
secutive stakes, concluding with the rich 
Gardenia at Garden State. In less than 20 
years, Chenery had created a champion 
from homebred stock. 
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Cicada’s stablemate Sir Gaylord, a son 
of *Turn-to and Somethingroyal, won four 
stakes at 2, and was on the board in 10 
of 14 starts that season, with his biggest 
score coming in the Sapling. He returned 
at 3 as a major contender for the classics, 
and dominated in his four starts. He won 
the Everglades handily over Decidedly 
and Ridan, but pulled up lame after being 
struck by Ridan in the race. There was no 
fracture, but time off was required. 

With Sir Gaylord on the sideline. Cicada 
deputized in the Florida Derby and the filly 
missed by a nose to Ridan. The effort took 
little out of her, as Cicada returned less 
than a month later, back against fiUies, to 
easily win the Oaks Prep. In the race imme¬ 
diately before hers. Sir Gaylord turned in a 
dominant effort to win his last prep for the 
Kentucky Derby. 

In a rare feat even today, the Meadow 
Stable colorbearers were favored for the 
Kentucky Oaks and Derby. But on Oaks

standing at Claiborne Farm 

Secretariat: Homebred and sire of 54 stakes 
winners inciuding Horse of the Year Lady’s 
Secret and ciassic winner and champion 
Risen Star. 

Sir Gaylord: Homebred and sire of 60 stakes 
winners, including European champions and 
ieading sires Sir Ivor and Habitat. 

Riva Ridge: Homebred and sire of 29 stakes 
winners including multipie Grade 1 winner 
Tap Shoes. 

Hill Prince: Homebred and sire of 23 stakes 
winners including champion Bayou and 
broodmare of the year Levee. 


Day Sir Gaylord fractured a sesamoid 
in his right fore while breezing and was 
retired. Before the Derby, the connections 
had decided Cicada—should something 
go wrong with Sir Gaylord—would run in 
the Derby. So close to the Oaks, however. 
Cicada stayed in against fiUlies and domi¬ 
nated over Flaming Page. 

Sir Gaylord took up stud duty at 
Claiborne, and when Cicada was retired, 
Chenery arranged the mating. The result 
was Cicada’s Pride, who won Belmont’s 
Juvenile Stakes in 1968, but proved to be 
a modest runner with earnings of $75,155. 
Cicada would only produce five more 
foals over the next 15 years. All started, but 
there were no other stakes winners. 

Saving the farm and stable 

Meadow Stud continued to turn out run¬ 
ners during the 1960s-among the stakes 
winners were Somethingroyal’s offspring 
First Family and Syrian Sea; 1968 Alabama 
Stakes winner Gay Matelda; and $200,000- 
plus earner Hydrologist—but Chenery’s 
health was declining, and his children, who 
hadn’t been seriously involved with the 
farm, were forced to take over. 

Penny Chenery, then married to John 
Tweedy, was the driving force despite 
financial losses and pressure to seU. Two 
horses made aU the difference. Secretariat 
may have been the glamour, the electricity. 
But give Riva Ridge credit for saving the 
farm in 1971. 

The son of First Landing and Maryland- 
bred mare Iberia (a $15,000 yearling at 
Saratoga in 1955) didn’t start out like a 
hero. As a foal, Riva Ridge was sickly 
and small, and his lop ears didn’t add to 
his appearance. Bred by Larry MacPhail, 
Iberia was by *Heliopolis out of the New 
Jersey-bred mare War East; her second 
dam was a half-sister to top sire Case 
Ace. Iberia produced 1967 stakes winner 
Potomac (by First Landing) and followed 
with Hydrologist (by *Tatan). Bred back 
to First Landing in 1968, she foaled Riva 
Ridge in Kentucky the next year. 

The light bay colt developed into a taU, 
lean runner, and as a 2-year-old broke his 
maiden in his second start at Belmont Park 
in June. He concluded the season with 
five stakes wins, and earned $503,263. 
The windfall put the farm in the black 
for the first time in years. Among the 
yearlings saved from the auction ring was 
Somethingroyal’s chestnut colt by Bold 
Ruler. 

Named champion 2-year-old male of 
1971, Riva Ridge was the favorite to take 
the 1972 Kentucky Derby, which he did 
by leading at every call, fulfilling Chenery’s 


dream of having a Derby winner. A sloppy 
track for the Preakness derailed a bid for 
the Triple Crown, but Riva Ridge rebound¬ 
ed to take the Belmont Stakes. After win¬ 
ning the Hollywood Derby less than three 
weeks later, Riva Ridge struggled against 
older horses and lost the 3-year-old title to 
Key to the Mint. 

Riva Ridge returned at 4 with another 
championship season, winning five of nine 
starts, among them the Grade 1 Brooklyn 
while setting a world record of 1:52.40 
for iyi6 miles, and finishing second twice, 
including the inaugural Marlboro Cup 
Invitational Handicap to Secretariat. He 
retired with earnings of $1,111,497. 

The legacy of Somethingroyal 
and Thoroughbred royalty 

If Somethingroyal had produced only 
Sir Gaylord, she would have been consid¬ 
ered a top-class broodmare. But her record 
of nine stakes performers from 15 starters 
proved to be much more. At 18, she foaled 
Secretariat. 

The horse’s legacy is etched in history, 
racing and otherwise. The chestnut colt 
changed Penny Chenery’s life and kept the 
family out of financial ruin following the 
death of Christopher Chenery in January 
1973, four months before Secretariat won 
the farm’s second consecutive Kentucky 
Derby and launched his Triple Crown 
campaign. 

Secretariat was named Horse of the 
Year at 2 and 3, earned $1.3 million on the 
track, and was syndicated for $6.08 million. 
Riva Ridge was also syndicated, for $5.12 
million, so the two young stallions covered 
the estate taxes owed after Chenery’s death. 

The 2,600-acre farm—including the 
manor house, the stud, broodmare and 
yearling barns, a training center and track— 
became a casualty following settlement of 
the estate and was sold in 1978. Over the 
next three decades, pieces of the property 
were sold off, the house was neglected and 
suffered extensive damage when pipes 
burst inside, and barns and other buildings 
weren’t maintained. In the mid-1980s, a 
foreclosure buyer tore down the 175-year 
old house. 

In the early 1990s, the farm was once 
again under foreclosure and purchased by 
Richmond businessman Ross Sternheimer, 
who built a new brick mansion on the 
site of the previous main residence and 
worked to rebuild and renovate the existing 
structures. Within a decade, Sternheimer 
put the farm back on the market. 

In what looked to be a promising next 
chapter, the property sold in 2003 to 
Atlantic Rural Exposition, operator of the 
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State Fair of Virginia and Strawberry Hill 
Races among other events. The non-profit 
group renamed itself State Fair of Virginia, 
and undertook a massive $81 million reno¬ 
vation, which included building new eques¬ 
trian facilities and an exhibition hall, for 
the complex it named The Meadow Event 
Park. The state fair was held on the site for 
the first time in 2009. 

But a weakening economy, rising 
expenses and a lackluster turnout for the 
State Fair the first two years resulted in 
SFVA filing for bankruptcy in December 
2011. (Although attendance did rise at the 
State Fair the third year, it wasn’t enough to 
stop the bankruptcy.) 

Thirty-nine years and three days 
after Secretariat won the Preakness, The 
Meadow property went on the market in a 
foreclosure auction. 

Included in the May 2012 sale were 
331 acres, a 76,000 square-foot exhibition 
hall, the 12,850-square-foot manor house, 
a 9,700-square-foot pavilion and an exten¬ 
sive equestrian facility.

Stepping up to make the purchase 
was Mark Lovell, of the Tennessee-based 
amusement company Universal Fairs. The 
sale also included the State Fair of Virginia 
trademark, website and social media 
accounts. 

By July of that year, the Virginia Farm 
Bureau Federation became a 50-percent 
owner with Universal Fairs, and the state 
fair was held that fall. The VFBF, a non¬ 
governmental, non-partisan, volunteer 
organization and the largest farmers’ advo¬ 
cacy group in the state, took over fuU own¬ 
ership the following March and has run 
the state fair in late September each year 
since. The event has grown with concerts, 
new attractions, shows and special events, 
including a ‘'Salute to Secretariat” with 
displays and tours. 

Virginia native Ladin has a passion for 
history, and turned it to Secretariat and The 
Meadow. In 2007, she collaborated with 
Penny Chenery’s daughter Kate Tweedy on 
the book Secretariafs Meadow— The Land, The 
Family, The Legend, a first-person account of 


life at The Meadow, Chenery family history 
and the family’s ties to the land. 

Ladin, who gives Hoofprints of History 
tours of Secretariat’s birthplace, also coor¬ 
dinated the research and documentation 
to nominate the property for the National 
Register of Historic Places. The unveiling 
ceremony of the plaque, at Secretariat’s 
stall in the yearling barn, took place in 
August. 

On occasion, a descendant of Secretariat 
will be brought to the farm for visitors to 
meet during the tours, which have attracted 
people from as far away as Australia. 

In her soft Virginia drawl, Ladin 
recounts the history of The Meadow, 
points out the great horses who came 
before the most famous one, walks the 
same paths they walked—and keeps history 
alive. ^

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In The Money 

Behind the scenes at Preakness and beyond, 
people make racing's wagering system go

O n the Thursday morning before the Preakness, Mary Hedrick 
was, if not frantic—well, let’s call her energetic. 

In her office deep inside the Pimlico grandstand—you 
couldn’t find it without a guide—she darted around, consulting multiple 
lists, convincing herself that she had enough people shipping in to work 
the hundreds of additional pari-mutuel windows that would be open on 
the biggest weekend of the racetrack’s calendar. 


Hedrick is the Maryland Jockey Club’s 
mutuels supervisor and special events 
coordinator, and just days before the 
Preakness, she was expecting experienced 
mutuel clerks to ship in from as far away 
as California and Arizona. They work on 
something of a circuit, traveling to the 
Triple Crown races, much to the relief of 
people like Hedrick, who need to know 
that when 100,000-plus people show up, 
the clerks taking their bets know what to 
do. 

The shippers need minimal training, 
said Tim Luzius, the director of pari¬ 
mutuels at the Maryland Jockey Club. 

“Mostly, we’ll explain the wagers we’ll 
offer,” said Luzius. “You can learn the 
bet and how to operate the machine, but 
everybody says things differendy, so you 
want tellers to understand what the bet 
means. If someone says it wrong or some¬ 
thing is missing, they can say, ‘Hey, did you 
mean this?’ ” 

If the clerks are the front lines of the 
massive wagering operation, Luzius and 
David Scheing, the vice president of pari¬

mutuel operations, are running the show 
behind the scenes, with Luzius managing 
the personnel and Scheing managing the 
money. 

In addition to managing the import and 
export simulcasting signals—which tracks 
Pimlico simulcasts, and which tracks show 
Pimlico’s races — Scheing reconciles the 
betting receipts with the cash drawers that 
tellers turn in at the end of back-to-back 
14-race days. 

Each year on the days of the Black- 
Eyed Susan and Preakness, Scheing tracks 
handle race by race and compares it to the 
previous year, sending regular updates to 
management; when the races are over, he 
makes sure the pari-mutuel clerks have 
turned in all the money they’re supposed 
to at the end of a day’s wagering, recruiting 
assistance from Dunbar Armored, a local 
cash management and security business. 

And if those cash drawers are off? 

“You gotta pay for it,” said Luzius. 
“Long story short.” 

Scheing used an example to back up his 
co-worker’s tale. 

“We had one teller, in the clubhouse, 
I think, that was $17,000 short,” Scheing 
said with a mixture of awe and amuse¬ 
ment. “No sooner did we get that one out, 
then another one from the infield comes in 
$12,000 short.” 

In most cases, they say, it’s not a mat¬ 
ter of simple theft, but of tellers who get 
wrapped up in their own betting and get in 
over their heads. Even so, the tellers who 
work at Pimlico aren’t expressly prohibited 
from wagering.

“There’s no way to police that,” Luzius 
pointed out pragmatically. “Some places 
say that you’re not supposed to bet, but 
how are you going to tell?” 

Command Central 

A few steps from where Luzius and 
Scheing sit is a non-descript room in which 
sit three men surrounded by screens, com¬ 
puters, servers and racing memorabilia dat¬ 
ing to what appears to be the 1980s—like 
some of the equipment they’re using. 
Who remembers dot-matrix printers? It’s 
AmTote command central, and despite 
its primitive appearance, the room is the 
heartbeat of the wagering operations at 
Pimlico, called Race Day Control. 

The totalis ator provider for Pimlico, 
Amtote’s technology produces the odds 
and payouts, and John Petro, Mike Sersen 
and Bob Walck monitor every race, every 
day, making sure scratched horses are 
removed from the wagering and flipping 
the switch that, once a race is declared 
official, allows bettors to get paid. 

Thursday was a regular raceday, and 
Petro was hyper-alert, his eyes on the 
television screen as soon as horses hit the 
track for the post parade, on the lookout 
for a late scratch that might necessitate 
his changing the wagering options for the 
race. Satisfied that the field was loaded, he 
turned his attention to the button that will 
lock the pools once the horses break from 
the gate. 

“I’m the back-up,” he explained, “in 
case the judges fail to lock the pools.” 

They’re off, and instantaneously Petro 
pushed the button, preventing any further 
wagers from being accepted on the race. 

The horses crossed the finish line, and 
Petro waited for the call from the placing 
judges to confirm that the race was official. 
But in the meantime, he started to calculate 
the payoffs, using the unofficial order of 
finish. And no, despite the aging televisions 
and printers, he was not working by hand. 

“Hear that clicking?” he asked, referring 
to the sound of that dot matrix printer. 
“That’s my final cycle. It means aU the [bet¬ 
ting] money is in.” 

Observing the amusement of a 
bystander at the idea of a multi-miUion- 
doUar enterprise being conducted by a 
machine that’s several decades old, Petro 
warned, “Don’t judge a book by its cover,” 
then quipped, “We got carrier pigeons on 
the roof to send the information to the 
[wagering] hub.” 

They don’t, but it’s a fun story to teU. 


The phone rings (touch tone landline 
with a cord) and Petro picked it up, lis¬ 
tened, then said, “Yes, sir, 3-9-4-6,” repeat¬ 
ing the order of finish. “Thank you.” 

He glanced up at a screen on which the 
official order of finish had appeared and 
said, “Now I know I’m OK.” 

He walked across the room to a set 
of servers and control panels, checked to 
make sure that the “official” light was lit, 
and flipped a switch, allowing the payouts 
for the third race to begin. 


People, people, people 

Upstairs in the press box on Thursday 
afternoon, mutuels supervisor Fred Slotsky 
enjoyed a quiet day punching tickets for 
media, the calm before the storm that 
will arrive early the next morning, the day 
of the Black-Eyed Susan, when his half- 
century of experience would be required 
in locations considerably more testing than 
his current assignment. 

A jockey, briefly, in his teens, Slotsky is 
70. He got his start at a track called Port 
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AmTote command central hums with activity on Preakness weekend. 


Jefferson in South Dakota and spent most 
of his life working at the Florida tracks 
before recently moving to Denver and 
Arapahoe. 

On Preakness weekend, he assumes 
a managerial role, overseeing the mutuel 
supervisors throughout the racetrack. If 
past years are any indication, customer 
service issues will be his biggest concern 
on Black-Eyed Susan and Preakness days. 

“If there’s a problem, I have to take 
care of it,” he said. “If someone gets the 
wrong ticket, if their change isn’t right, if 
they get shut out. 

“You do the best you can. Some people 
aren’t happy no matter what you do.” 

In general, the less-experienced tellers 
are assigned to slow areas or where $2 bet¬ 
tors proliferate. Slotsky is emphatic that he 
wants the most experienced clerks to be 
where the big bettors are, even if they are 
the gamblers least likely to make a mistake. 

Rich Hyde is one of the veterans. With 
15 years behind the windows, he’s a regular 
at Pimlico and Laurel who started at Bowie 
in 1978, working in the parking lot, and he 
likes when a new bettor walks up to his 
window. 


“I can treat them with kid gloves,” he 
said, “and get them the basics the way I 
want them to be schooled.” 

That approach applies not only to bet¬ 
tors, but to relatively new tellers, too. 

“I teach them everything I know,” he 
said. 

The Big Days 

On Friday morning, a couple of hours 
before post time, buses of mutuel clerks 
started arriving at Pimlico. They originated 
at the hotel Mary Hedrick had arranged for 
them, a hotel at which tote machines are 
set up to practice on, to brush up before 
the masses begin arriving to place wagers 
ranging from $2 to win to complicated 
combinations of multi-race exotics and 
keyed trifectas. 

Hedrick admitted that her recruit¬ 
ing took a little hit this year, given the 
unrest in Baltimore a few weeks before the 
Preakness, but when the first big morning 
arrived, she was mostly confident she was 
fuUy staffed, and that aU the people she 
hired would actually show up. 

One person she didn’t have to worry 
about was Helen Henning, who checked 
in for her 10th Preakness weekend, a 


feathered tiara adorning her head. The 
native of a little Kentucky town named 
Calhoun, a couple of hundred miles south 
of Louisville, was there to work, but with 
her huge, ever-present grin and festive 
attire, there was no doubt she was enjoying 
herself too. 

Henning lives in Chicago now, where 
she’s a veteran of Maywood, Hawthorne 
and Arlington Park. She retired in 
December, but she’s stiU on the Triple 
Crown circuit, and she planned to spend 
her summer working in Saratoga, as she’s 
done so many times that her ceU phone has 
an upstate New York area code. 

Her expertise landed her in the club¬ 
house Preakness weekend. “NO infield for 
me!” she said emphatically. “I can’t deal 
with that.” 

Which is not to suggest that she was 
averse to the chaotic spirit of the day. 
Quite the contrary. 

“You meet a lot of interesting people, 
and it’s fun,” she said. “You can’t let people 
upset you. You just have to love ’em and 
have a ball.” 

Her laugh is a sound of pure enjoy¬ 
ment, and she delighted in recalling some 
of the situations she’s had to deal with over 
the years. 
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“You get a lot of novices/’ she said, a 
hint of a drawl in her lilting voice. “They 
don’t understand how to bet and you have 
to take your time and explain things to 
them. And a lot of the ladies don’t under¬ 
stand that you have to have your bets ready 
when you come to the window.” 

She went on, warming to the details. 
“They’ll wait until they get to the window 
and then go through their purses like 
they’re at the grocery store. And then you 
get comical things where people will want 
to come up and they want to use their 
credit card to pay for their bets.” 

She laughed again, a laugh that came 
from deep inside, suffused with kindly 
affection. 

A racing fan and a horseplayer, she 
lamented the rise in casinos that have, she 
said, “taken a lot away from the industry.” 

“But,” she added, “if you’re a smart 
person and you want to gamble, you’ll 
always gamble on horses.” 

And with that, duty called, and Henning 
headed off to the clubhouse to assume her 
post. That day and the next, more than 
$100 million was bet on Pimlico’s races. 


Not all of it passed through the hands of 
the staff on-track, but it took days before 
Scheing finished reconciling the weekend 
receipts, and as the tellers headed home, 
they made preparations for their next stop, 
the Belmont Stakes in New York. 

When it was all over, Hedrick was 
pleased with her temporary, but regular, 
staff 

“We always have a few no-shows,” she 
said, “but it was very smooth.” 

And this year, in addition to helping 
out with the Belmont Stakes, as she always 
does, she also helped coordinate the extra 
staff brought in to Monmouth Park when 
American Pharoah ran in the HaskeU. 

After weeks of preparation for the 
Preakness and two long days, the people 
responsible for overseeing the game’s most 
important element—the gambling—could 
be forgiven for being glad it was all over for 
this year, at least, but the relief was tinged, 
too, with a little regret. 

“It’s kind of like playoffs. It’s a big 
game, big series,” said Hyde. “I don’t get 
stressed about it anymore. You just live for 
those days, I guess.” ^

Mister Ben’s Cat 

State’s brightest Thoroughbred star 
shines on new Maryiand Pride Day

T he highhghts were many on Laurel 
Park’s first ever Maryland Pride Day 
Aug. 22. The day featured tight races, 
the most popular horse in the Mid-Atlantic 
returning to form and a legendary trainer 
being honored. 

The race card included four stakes for 
Maryland-bred and -sired horses, begin¬ 
ning with the $60,000 Mister Diz. Fan 
favorite Ben’s Cat was attempting to win 
the race, going 5^/2 furlongs on the turf, for 
the sixth year in a row. However, a cloud of 
concern surrounded Ben’s Cat, who came 


into the Mister Diz off one of his worst 
performances in recent memory. 

Just a month prior, the Maryland-bred 
son of Parker’s Storm Cat owned by The 
Jim Stable had finished a perplexing sixth 
in the Grade 3 Parx Dash. Ben’s Cat 
hadn’t finished sixth in his previous 25 
races dating back to 2012. Yet, the horse’s 
newly minted Hall of Fame trainer King 
Leatherbury brushed off any notion that 
the 9-year-old gelding had lost his edge. 

“It worried me a httle bit but the [Parx 
Dash] wasn’t really a bad race on the num¬ 


bers,” Leatherbury said. “So, he went into 
the [Mister Diz] fine.” 

Ben’s Cat proved just how fine he was. 
Under regular rider Julian Pimentel, Ben’s 
Cat broke sharply into a five-way pace bat¬ 
tle, which saw 22-1 longshot Wire Funds 
emerge briefly as the leader after a quarter 
in :22.45. By that point, Ben’s Cat had been 
settled just off the front pack, waiting for 
his cue from Pimentel. 

At the top of the stretch, Ben’s Cat 
tipped out six-wide and began to rev up. 
It took a few moments to get going but 
once he started rolling, he moved past 
the entire field. On the lead, he seemed to 
hang momentarily, and ultimately crossed 
the wire a half-length in front of Night 
Officer. 

“He always, if you notice, doesn’t win by 
much,” Pimentel said. “He always makes it 
interesting. When he goes to the front, he 
always starts to look around a httle bit. But 
he was doing it easy.” 

Ben’s Cat completed the trip in 1:02.97. 
To Pimentel, the race was never in doubt, 
despite the close final margin. As for 
Leatherbury, he too was pleased with the 
effort from his horse, who notched his 
30th career win, pushed his career earnings 
total to $2,461,405 and moved into a tie 
with Little Bold John for ah-time leading 
Maryland-bred by number of stakes wins 
on the flat, with 25. 

“I’m very satisfied with the horse,” 
Leatherbury said. “I wanted him to do 
just enough to win and for [Pimentel] not 
to take anything more out of him than he 
had to.” 

Part of the reason for preserving Ben’s 
Cat in the race was because Leatherbury 
said he planned to run his horse again 
soon. Leatherbury remained unconcerned 
after the race, however aware of specula¬ 
tion, that Ben’s Cat might be slowing down 
with age. 

“It’s reasonable,” Leatherbury said. “He 
is getting old. But he’s come back this year 
as good as ever and he just hasn’t won the 
races this year because of whatever the 
circumstances are. . . People are looking 
for him to tail off, that’s the thing. When 
he doesn’t win impressively, then you say 
Well it might be the beginning of the end.’ 
I hope it isn’t true and I don’t think it’s true. 
But we’ll see.” 

The Mister Diz wasn’t Leatherbury’s 
only appearance in the winner’s circle on 
Maryland Pride Day. Earlier, he was hon¬ 
ored in a ceremony celebrating his induc¬ 
tion into the National Museum of Racing 
and HaU of Fame Aug. 7. The Maryland 
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Phlash Phelps responded in the stretch to win his third race in a row, and first stakes, in the Find. 


Jockey Club presented Leatherbury with a 
Longines watch and a lawn jockey painted 
in the colors of his stable. 

“That was really great,” he said. “IVe 
always been treated well by management 
wherever I go, but this was the top.” 

With Ben’s Cat’s win in the Mister Diz, 
Leatherbury scored career win 6,460. It 
seemed only fitting that the horse who 
rejuvenated Leatherbury’s career and likely 
catapulted him into the HaU of Fame 
would win on the same day that his owner, 
trainer and breeder was honored. Maryland 
Pride Day made it that much sweeter. 

PHLASH PHELPS WINS 
THIRD STRAIGHT 

Hillwood Stable’s Phlash Phelps contin¬ 
ued to defy the expectations of his trainer 
Rodney Jenkins, in the best way possible, 
on Maryland Pride Day. After going win¬ 
less in his first six career starts, Phlash 
Phelps scored his third straight win in the 
$60,000 Find Stakes, going IVs miles on the 
Laurel turf 

Phlash Phelps spent the early part of 
the race comfortably stalking 54-1 long- 
shot leader Capital Fellow through splits 
of :24.57, :48.96 and 1:12.82. But turn¬ 
ing into the stretch, things got dicey for 
Phlash Phelps and jockey Victor Carrasco. 
It appeared as if they’d begun to drop 
out of contention, as multiple Maryland 
Million stakes winner Roadhog circled up 
and charged past Phlash Phelps. 

“When he dropped back a little bit at 
the head of the lane, I thought he was 
getting tired,” Jenkins said, “but reaUy he 
got squeezed there. When Victor picked a 
spot, he accelerated again.” 

Despite looking beaten in upper stretch, 
Phlash Phelps rekicked to catch Roadhog 
inside the final sixteenth and then held off 
a late surge from Eyeplayeveryday. Phlash 
Phelps completed the race in 1:49.11, with 
Eyeplayeveryday a half-length back in sec¬ 
ond and Roadhog another length back in 
third. 

“He got very brave there and he pulled 
it off,” Jenkins said. “I was proud of him.” 

Jenkins always had high hopes for the 
4-year-old Maryland-bred son of Great 
Notion and the Not For Love mare Love 
Me Twice. Phlash Phelps was purchased as 
a yearling for $85,000. However, Jenkins 
said the horse had some physical issues ini¬ 
tially and then, when healthy, simply didn’t 
produce during his 3-year-old campaign 
in 2014. 

“He wasn’t running his best. He just 
wasn’t concentrating, you know. He would 


get up next to another horse and wouldn’t 
pass, and aU that kind of stuff,” Jenkins 
said. “So, I just gelded him. I figured he 
certainly isn’t going to be a stud horse the 
way he’s running anyway.” 

The decision to geld Phlash Phelps 
yielded immediate positive results, even 
if it wasn’t what Jenkins had planned. 
The trainer entered Phlash Phelps in a 
5-furlong turf race at Pimlico in April as 
a setup for a E/ie-mile turf race in May. As 
it turned out, Phlash Phelps won the setup 
race and the route race, despite the latter 
race being washed off the turf 


“In other words, he did everything he 
wasn’t supposed to do,” Jenkins said. 

Phlash Phelps also wasn’t expected to 
do what he did in the Find Stakes, and 
emerge victorious despite an extremely 
challenging trip. Since aU four stakes on 
Maryland Pride Day were 'Win and You’re 
In” qualifiers to the Maryland Million, 
open to Maryland-sired horses, Phlash 
Phelps will likely run next in the Maryland 
Million Turf

was hotter or closer than the $60,000 All 
Brandy Stakes for fillies and mares going 
IVs miles on the turf. The race featured a 
battle to the wire that saw Dark Hollow 
Farm’s Joy edge out last year’s All Brandy 
winner Vieisaim by a head. 

The two horses hit the wire side by side 
after spending most of the race no more 
than a length apart, sitting off a slow early 
pace of :24.53, :49.01 and 1:13.33 set by 
Lionhearted Lady. Vieisaim and jockey 
Forest Boyce made the first move, swing¬ 
ing around Debbie’s Tude and Lionhearted 
Lady to grab a brief lead near the eighth 
pole. But Joy and Pimental remained right 
on her heels throughout. 

“I knew Vieisaim was the horse to 
beat,” Pimentel said. “So, I kind of wanted 
to put a htde pressure on her. I didn’t want 
her to get away from me.” 

True to his words, Pimentel kept Joy to 
task and pulled right alongside, and ulti¬ 
mately past, Vieisaim. But there was a still 
a sixteenth to go when Vieisaim, a 5-year- 
old Fairbanks mare owned by Brooke 
Bowman, resihently fought back. Nearing 
the wire, Joy was just able to hold on by a 
head, while completing the race in 1:49.39. 
Longshot Green Wave Girl finished third, 
AVa lengths behind the top two finishers. 

The victory was the first for Joy in 
nine races, dating back to her score in the 
Perfect Sting Stakes at Belmont Park in July 
2014. The 5-year-old Dark HoUow home¬ 
bred by Pure Prize, out of the Flatter mare 
Safe Journey, won for the fifth time while 
amassing earnings of $248,544. 

The win was extra special for the 
team behind Joy, after she was beaten by 


Vieisaim last year as the favorite in the All 
Brandy. Trainer Graham Motion expressed 
a certain sense of vindication for the pay¬ 
back. 

“Definitely,” he said. “Just for the filly 
alone and for the owners and breeders. 
You know, it’s a big deal. She’s a third gen¬ 
eration from that family to win at Laurel. 
She’s been a very consistent mare, espe¬ 
cially when she runs with Maryland-breds. 
I actually feel like she’s better now than 
she’s ever been.” 

Although she was bred in Maryland, 
she’s not Maryland-sired and therefore 
did not quahfy for the Maryland MiUion 
through the “Win and You’re In” bonus tied 
to the Maryland Pride stakes. According to 
Maryland Jockey Club Racing Secretary 
Georganne Hale, Joy would only be ehgible 
to run in the Maryland Million Ladies if 
fewer than six Maryland-bred horses are 
entered in the race. 

MONSTER SLEEPING 
WINS JAMEELA 

After three years of trying, Charles 
Reed’s Monster Sleeping finally captured 
the $60,000 Jameela Stakes. The 6-year-old 
daughter of Oratory had finished second 
in the race last year and third in 2013. 

The 2015 edition drew a deep field 
of fillies and mares, including race favor¬ 
ite Everything Lovely, who was third 
in last year’s Maryland Juvenile Filly 
Championship Stakes. 

Everything Lovely led in mid-stretch 
before Monster Sleeping raUied wide to 
puU away to a 2V4-length victory. Under 
Boyce, Monster Sleeping completed 6 


furlongs on the Laurel turf in 1:09.52. 
Everything Lovely held on to second by a 
neck over 31-1 Eddy Gourmet. 

Trained by Dale Capuano, Monster 
Sleeping won for the eighth time in 44 
career starts. She captured the Maryland 
MiUion Ladies Stakes in 2013 and now 
boasts career earnings of $401,130. 

SUMMER MEET SUCCESS 

Laurel’s first summer meet in 10 years 
was a success with Uve in-state handle up 
weU over $1 million for July and August 
and import handle up more than $500,000 
per day over comparable dates in 2014. 
The summer meet started July 3 and ended 
Aug. 23, with twilight racing on Fridays 
and family days on Sundays. The meet also 
produced an aU-sources handle of more 
than $3 miUion during Maryland Pride Day. 
More than $1 miUion of that was wagered 
on-track and within the Maryland network. 
Half the races during July and August 
were over the turf, and field sizes averaged 
more than nine starters per race over dirt 
and turf 

“We’re delighted with the summer 
meet,” said the Maryland Jockey Club’s Sal 
Sinatra in a news release. “Our handle was 
up over comparable dates, which would 
have been Wednesdays in the faU and win¬ 
ter, and we had good crowds throughout 
the weekend. It seemed our fans hked our 
schedule and we saw more people come 
here that had never been here for twihght 
racing and famUy days. All in aU, these last 
two months have convinced us that Laurel 
needs to run a portion of the summer in 
the future.” *

student Trainer 

University of Louisviiie junior Benson 
wins Tyro, keeps small string going

L iam D. Benson is studying condition 
books as well as textbooks this semes¬ 
ter as a University of Louisville junior 
and a professional Thoroughbred trainer, 
and his tricky balancing act is off to a sen¬ 
sational start. 

Benson, 20, sent out Expected Ruler as 
an unraced 2-year-old in the Aug. 9 Tyro 
Stakes on the turf at Monmouth Park 
and the first-time starter pulled off a 47-1 
upset. 

Not only was it the first stakes win 
for the trainer, who took out his hcense 
at Colonial Downs only two years ago, it 
was also the first as owners for his parents, 
Margaret and Liam F. Benson, who bred 
the colt on their Florida farm. Wilmer 


Garcia, a 23-year-old jockey based at 
Monmouth for the first time, also notched 
his initial stakes victory. 

“It’s all quite unbehevable, really, but 
it was wonderful,” said the elder Benson, 
who emigrated from Ireland with his wife 
in the 1980s and owned several bars in 
New Jersey before buying a 110-acre prop¬ 
erty near Ocala 10 years ago. “I was there 
and was jumping out of my skin. I was 
most excited for Liam because it’s his 
career and I wanted him to get off to a 
good start, and he has.” 

Benson renamed his Ocala operation 
Mayo West Farm to honor coastal County 
Mayo where the couple grew up on dairy 
farms. 


Expected Ruler came through an open¬ 
ing on the rail and drew off to a 2 V 2 -length 
win over Full Salute with Bravura anoth¬ 
er length behind in third. The son of 
Leroidesanimaux (Brz) covered 5 furlongs 
in :56.84, but almost didn’t get his chance 
that day. 

“There was a long discussion before¬ 
hand,” the elder Benson said. “Personally, 
I didn’t want the horse to go in that race 
because I thought it was unfair putting him 
in a stakes race first time out. But Liam was 
determined and he convinced us that this 
was the place for the horse and he would 
do very well in there. Sure enough, he won 
it going away and very impressively. He was 
right and we were wrong.” 

The younger Benson continued to 
debate. But only with himself 

“While walking over with the horse, I 
kept second-guessing myself for putting 
him in that race,” he said. “There was 
a maiden special [the day before], but I 
didn’t really want to send him two turns 
first time out. I had him nominated for the 
Tyro because I had a feeling something stu¬ 
pid would happen where the maiden race 
wouldn’t go, and sure enough, it didn’t and 
I wanted to back up my tracks, especially 
with him. He’s a son of Leroidesanimeaux, 
so that’s a pretty good turf pedigree right 
there. Finally I said ‘Let’s give it a shot; it 
isn’t going to cost us anything.’ ” 

Benson, based at Monmouth and active 
on the Mid-Atlantic circuit during his sum¬ 
mer break from school, added blinkers 
for the colt’s final breezes under Garcia 
before the Tyro. The trainer had a gut feel¬ 
ing that Expected Ruler, out of the Allen’s 
Prospect mare Expected Pleasures, was up 
to the task even though he had only been 
able to work twice in company because the 
stable only includes six horses and four of 
them are 2-year-olds. 

“It was, logically speaking, maybe not 
the best idea in the world or in general 
practice, but I knew I had the horse,” said 
the trainer, who has worked on the family 
farm since he was 9 and only trains for his 
parents. “I knew he had the ability. The 
only questions were whether he could put 
it together first time out and how he would 
do around other horses.” 

Benson, president of the Riding and 
Racing Club at the University of Louisville, 
is young, not callow. 

“He’s a natural born leader, there is no 
doubt, and a natural born horseman,” his 
father said. “We have bred a lot of mares 
over the years. When he was in high school, 
if we had horses foaling, he would get up

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three or four times in the middle of the 
night and go out to watch the mares and 
make sure everything was OK. Even then, 
he was quite capable of foaling the mares 
even if I wasn’t there. We never had to call 
the vet. If there was a problem, he could 
sort it out. He’s a remarkable kid.” 

The younger Benson puUed Expected 
Ruler out of his mother when he was born. 
That’s not the only reason the colt is spe¬ 
cial to the Bensons, who bred 2014 cham¬ 
pion Florida-bred male and sprinter Happy 
My Way but sold him as a 2-year-old. They 
think the Tyro Stakes winner may achieve 
greater glory. 

“The phone has been ringing with 
offers for him,” the younger Benson said. 
“But my parents have been in the business 
for 10 years and we’ve been trying to get 
a nice horse since. My dad is 70 years old 
and we’ve been at it for so long. He’s of 
the opinion that if it’s not life-changing 
money, then why do it? Why not just enjoy 
the ride, knock on wood. The horse may 
not win another race, but he may go on 
and do some other nice things. It’s all luck. 
The whole business is a gamble. My dad is 
at the point where he wants to roll the dice 
and my mom is the same way. It’s been a lot 
of fun, just pure enjoyment for aU of us.” 

The younger Benson, who once had 
a brief stint as a hot walker for Steve 
Asmussen’s Churchill Downs division, 
feels the same about his dual roles as 
student and trainer. He majors in equine 
management and minors in finance and 
entrepreneurship and is taking a full load 
of five courses this semester while fillin g 
three stalls at the track. 

“I’m a one-trick pony, I suppose. I’m 
going to be the groom, hot walker, and 
trainer at Churc hill for my three horses and 
then go to classes,” he said. “It’s going to 
be busy. I’ve already written off sleep for 
the semester.” 

That’s OK with his parents, who once 
pushed him toward veterinary medicine 
until they accepted that their son’s heart 
belonged to training. 

“We back him 100 percent,” said the 
understandably proud father. “We have 
a verbal agreement that he can train the 
horses as long as he finishes school. He has 
no problem with that. He’s quite happy to 
go back to school, study hard and get his 
degree. I’ve asked him a few times if it’s 
too much to have those horses with him in 
Kentucky, and he says no. This is not like a 
job to him. He’s doing something he loves. 
Seeing the excitement and joy on Liam’s 


face when the horse won that race is what 
you hope and pray for as a parent.” 

LOOKING AHEAD, OR TRYING TO 

While the eyes of the sporting world 
were fixated on Monmouth when Ameri¬ 
can Pharoah made his first start since 
winning the Triple Crown a successful one 
in the $1.75 million William HiU HaskeU 
Invitational-G1 Aug. 2, track officials hope 
the ears of state legislators were tuned in 
as weU. 

A record on-track crowd of 60,983 bet 
a record handle in excess of $20 million 
on the 14-race card and another record 
$6,544,247 on the Haskell alone. 

“Hopefully, it will have an important 
impact on the politicians [in New Jersey] 
and I think it has,” said Monmouth Park 
president Bob Kulina. “It’s not a secret that 
in order to compete in this industry you 
need alternative sources of funding and 
gaming. There are a lot of issues on the 
table, including expansion of casino gam¬ 
bling and sports wagering. For Monmouth 
Park to survive and be here 10 or even 20 
years from today, we can’t survive by just 
selling bets.” 

Despite the big numbers, including the 
$750,000 boost to the $1 million purse to 
help lure the Triple Crown winner, Kulina 
said that the season-long balance sheet 
reveals “we are keeping our heads above 
water.” 


The success of Haskell Day proves that 
the historic and painstakingly preserved 
track remains an important tourism des¬ 
tination on the Jersey Shore. The on-track 
crowd was the largest for a sports event in 
New jersey other than Super Bowl XLVIII 
in 2014. 

“I hope the guys in Trenton have taken 
notice and will say we don’t want the track 
to go away and we should give them the 
necessary tools to continue to do what 
they do best,’” Kulina said. “Hopefully, 
it leads to the expansion of gaming and 
revenue sources. That will be the single 
biggest thing that can come out of this 
year’s Haskell.” 

Another major benefit, albeit a long¬ 
term one, would be a favorable decision by 
the Breeders’ Cup board to give the track 
another opportunity to host the two-day 
international event, possibly as early as 
2018. Monmouth’s 2007 Breeders’ Cup 
was plagued by torrential rain. 

“The Breeders’ Cup coming back to 
Monmouth is something I’m going to float 
with them. I would love to host another 
Breeders’ Cup, minus the rain,” Kulina said. 
“The issue the Breeders’ Cup has to over¬ 
come is 'Do they come to the East Coast?’ 
and if they come on Halloween weekend 
or whenever it is, weather is always a factor. 
Our entire team did a great job with the 
Haskell and it was a very successful event. 
We will pitch them again.” ^

All In the Family 

Santulli, Goldberg continue adding 
to pipeline of winners from N.J. base

T he breeding program of New Jersey- 
based owner Richard Santulli, the 
70-year-old entrepreneur behind air¬ 
craft-leasing companies Netjets and the 
Milestone Aviation Group, has produced 
many top performers over the years, 
including 2013 Preakness Stakes-Gl win¬ 
ner Oxbow 

This year, Santulli—who breeds under 
the name Colts Neck Stables and foals his 
mares in Kentucky—has a top-notch turf 
performer in Force the Pass, a 3-year-old 
son of Speightstown who captured the 
Belmont Derby-Gl at Belmont Park July 
4, to boost his career earnings past the $1 
milhon mark. 

On Aug. 8, Force the Pass’ 4-year-old 
half-sister Acquant added another victory 
to her already-enhanced resume as she cap¬ 
tured a turf allowance, scooting up the rail 
late to grab a neck decision over favored 
Jaded Glory. 

With Roberto Alvarado Jr. in the irons 
for trainer Alan Goldberg, who has been 
the private conditioner for Santulh for 
several decades, Acquant sat just behind 
the pace in the 1 Vie-mile event while never 
leaving her inside position. As leader Je 
Suis Enchantee began to tire in midstretch, 
Acquant was in high gear and powered 
past to get the nod in 1:41.82 over the firm 
course. 

The victory was the third from 14 starts 
for Acquant, and the $18,240 increased her 
career earnings to $117,480. 


“They are both chestnuts, but they 
have different personahties,” said Jorge 
Duarte Jr., assistant to Goldberg, about 
the similarities or differences between the 
half-sibhngs. Duarte recently won the first 
two races of his training career when he 
saddled two horses at Delaware Park in 
July. “Acquant is a Giant’s Causeway and 
has a more dominant temperament, while 
Force the Pass is more laid-back, a real 
class act and excellent traveler who doesn’t 
turn a hair. But she is a nice, beautiful mare 
and easy to work with.” 

Force the Pass and Acquant are out 
of the Dynaformer mare Social Queen, 
who raced for Santulli and Goldberg. 
Social Queen was a multiple graded stakes 
winner of $344,164, taking the Grade 3 
Eatontown Handicap as well as the Grade 
3 GaUorette Handicap. 

Earher this year. Social Queen foaled 
a fuU-sister to Force the Pass, and has a 
yearling colt by Enghsh Channel. 

BLACK MISSION FIG WINS AGAIN 

Gold Square’s homebred Black Mission 
Fig came right back after a blowout maiden 
special weight score to find the winner’s 
circle again the night of Aug. 8 in an 
allowance for Pennsylvania-bred fillies and 
mares. 

Trained by Michael Lerman and ridden 
by Andry Blanco, the 3-year-old daughter 
of Fusaichi Pegasus did what she does 
best—go straight to the front, and play 
“come and get me” with her rivals. 


Early in the race. Black Mission Fig 
was in charge by 2 lengths; after a half, her 
advantage was 6 lengths. She rolled into the 
stretch of the 6-furlong contest with a full 
head of steam, and, without much encour¬ 
agement from Blanco, galloped under the 
wire 4^2 lengths in front of Bhssful Miss as 
the even-money choice. 

When she broke her maiden. Black 
Mission Fig employed basically the same 
strategy, except that she won by nearly 12 
lengths in 1:11.06 for the 6 furlongs. 

Black Mission Fig, out of the Vindi¬ 
cation mare Lady de Rosa, started her 
career in July 2014 at Indiana Grand Race 
Course. Sent out to set the pace, she led 
for nearly a half-mile before backing up to 
seventh. 

“She was shghfiy injured in that race 
and so she got time off and, being a Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred, it made a lot of sense to run 
her in this area,” said Lerman, formerly 
based in New York but now at Fair Hill 
Training Center. “We brought her back at 
Delaware Park [June 9] and she finished 
third, after almost being away a year. Then 
she broke her maiden very easily and came 
back and took the conditional allowance 
very easily, too.” 

Lerman trains six horses for Gold 
Square, the stable name of Ocean Town¬ 
ship, N.J., resident A1 Gold. Gold’s horses 
run at venues across the country, includ¬ 
ing New York, Delaware and Indiana. 
One of his more notable runners was 
Spanky Fischbein, who captured the New 
York StaUion Great White Way Stakes at 
Aqueduct for trainer Todd Pletcher in 
2007, and went on to win $302,937. 

A trainer since 1991, Lerman has 
saddled numerous stakes winners in his 
career, including Antartic Wings, win¬ 
ner of the WL. McKnight Handicap-G2; 
Gigawatt, winner of the Grade 3 Miami 
Mile Breeders’ Cup and Fearless Leader, 
who won the Blue Sparkler Stakes at 
Monmouth Park. 

ATARA PROVIDES BOOST 
TO SIRE CROWN OF THORNS 

Richard Bosshard Jr.’s Atara became 
the second winner for her freshman sire 
Crown of Thorns when she chcked at first 
asking the night of Aug. 13. 

Prepared for her debut by trainer Todd 
Beattie, the chestnut was dispatched as the 
race favorite, and led from start to finish 
under Andrew Wolfsont, scoring by a neck 
over another first-time starter, Lakota, 
trained by Jonathan Sheppard. Bred in 
Florida, Atara is out of the Montbrook

Good Partnership 

Team Valor, Lael Stables find success 
with Marabea in first American start

W henever Barry Irwin’s Team Valor 
International and the Lael Stables 
of Roy and Gretchen Jackson part¬ 
ner together, they seem to find the winner’s 
circle. 

The partnership’s most recent collabo¬ 
ration with the Itahan import Marabea 
(GB) July 29 immediately paid dividends, 
as the 3-year-old daughter of Archipenko 
made her first American start a winning 
one, going from last to first in an allowance 
with Joe Bravo aboard. 

Marabea, whose name Irwin said is 
Basque for “marvel,” was prepared for 
her Delaware debut by trainer Christophe 
Clement at his Saratoga base. Sent off as 
the even-money choice in the field of eight 
filhes and mares, she gave her connections 
a few anxious moments as she steadied off 


heels in the opening stages of the lVi6-mile 
turf event. Bravo allowed her to collect 
herself and she began moving closer to the 
pacesetters heading into the far turn. 

Once again, just as she commenced 
her rally at the top of the stretch, she 
was steadied off heels, but Bravo sent 
her between horses and she swept to the 
lead and drew off to a 2-length victory in 
1:41.96. 

Last year, Marabea made three starts in 
Italy, winning her first two and then placing 
in the Group 3 Premio DormeUo at Milan. 
Lifetime, she’s won three of four starts, 
and $66,314. She is out of the Theatrical 
(Ire) mare Viohn Time; her second dam, 
Grafin (by Miswaki), won the Prix de 
la Nonette-G3 and in the United States 
captured the New Castle Handicap at 


Delaware, as well as the Flawlessly Stakes, 
and placed in three Grade 2s, including the 
Dahha Handicap. 

From three starts together, the Team 
Valor/Lael Stable combination has now 
collected three wins. 

“I have owned two horses so far with 
Roy and Gretchen Jackson, the first being 
Deep Speed and then Marabea (GB),” said 
Irwin. “Deep Speed won both of his starts 
at Belmont Park on grass before bowing a 
tendon and having to be retired. I found 
both horses and asked the Jacksons if they 
wanted to join me in their purchase.” 

Irwin said that although Marabea (GB) 
did aU her racing in Italy, she was trained 
in Germany by Ralf Rohne. In placing in 
the Premio DormeUo, she finished sec¬ 
ond to the eventual champion Itahan fiUy 
FontaneUce (Ire). 

“I was attracted to her because of her 
racing style and I Uke her sire Archipenko 
a lot,” said Irwin. “It’s fun owning horses 
with Lael Stable because we think aUke in 
terms of what kind of horses to buy. They 
have a ton of reaUy good experience in the 
game and in buying horses from abroad, 
and we share a simUar attitude about racing 
and drugs in racing—we want to see them 
eUminated.” 

JUAREZ FINDS HIS PLACE 

Apprentice Nik Juarez, whose father 
CaUxto Juarez was a regular in the Delaware 
Park jockey colony, has been having a pro¬ 
ductive meet at the Stanton oval, which 
included a riding double July 29. 

Juarez, 21, piloted Dierdre Marsh’s 
homebred Lake Drive South to victory 
in a 6-furlong aUowance, raUying late to 
post a neck victory in 1:10.43 for trainer 
Kathleen O’ConneU. He also booted home 
The Elkstone Group’s WUd for Love in a 
claiming event at bVi furlongs, drawing off 
by 5 lengths in 1:03.73. 

To cap his afternoon, Juarez finished 
third in the $50,000 White Clay Creek 
Stakes aboard Wolfie for trainer Greg 
Sacco and Rising Sun Racing Stables. It 
was a good day’s work for the five-pound 
bug, a native of Westminster, Md., whose 
career is back on track after he suffered an 
injury last year at Monmouth Park. 

“I was actually raised here in Wilming¬ 
ton [Delaware] until I was about 6 years 
old, because my father was riding here at 
the time,” said Juarez, also the grandson 
of former exercise rider Charhe Linton. 
“Since then I moved to Maryland and 
began my riding career there.” 
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Nik Juarez, son of Delaware regular Calixto Juarez, has found success at the 2015 meet. 


Juarez won aboard his first career 
mount Dec. 14, 2013, at Laurel Park, and 
last summer moved his tack to Monmouth 
Park and was the leading apprentice before 
things came to a screeching halt. He sus¬ 
tained a right hip injury in a spiU Sept. 28 
and healed rather quickly, but during the 
recovery process aggravated an old injury 
to his left leg sustained while exercising 
horses in 2013 before his riding career was 
launched. 

He then opted for elective surgery to 
remove screws from his fibula and ankle 
in his left leg. 

Now back in shape, Juarez is doing dou¬ 
ble duty, riding at Monmouth on Delaware’s 
dark days, and vice versa. Through racing 
of Aug. 23 at Delaware, he’s won seven 
races and placed in 19 others from 43 
starts, a 60 percent in-the-money rate. At 


Monmouth, he’s sitting in sixth position 
among all jockeys with 30 wins from 171 
starts and 49 in-the-money finishes, and is 
in a position to take the title this year for 
leading apprentice at the Oceanport oval. 

“I took the winter off to recover from 
my injury, therefore I was given an exten¬ 
sion on my bug apprenticeship until August 
26,” he said. “Currently, it’s really up in the 
air about where I’U be riding for the winter, 
but for now I would like to focus on fin¬ 


ishing the bug and just riding and winning 
to the best of my ability when I become 
a journeyman. However, with that being 
said, I would like to stick with the horses 
and horseman that I’ve been riding for this 
summer and hopefuUy wiU continue to ride 
for after I lose the bug. Going somewhere 
warm this winter would be nice.” 

LEATHERBURY ADDS TD LEGACY 

Shortly after he was inducted into rac¬ 
ing’s Hall of Fame in Saratoga Aug. 7, King 
Leatherbury scored an allowance victory 
with Norman Lewis’ Lightning Electric, an 
8-year-old gelded son of Cetewayo. 

Lightning Electric, trained by Leather¬ 
bury since 2010, was dismissed at 13-1 
in the IVs-mile turf event, and overcame 
a troubled trip and slow pace to prevail 
by three-quarters of a length over Logan 
Street. Carol Cedeno had to maneuver the 
gelding out of a traffic jam on the far turn, 
and he worked his way clear while staying 
on the inside and closed with a rush to pass 
pacesetter Professor Palmer. 

The $21,000 first-place prize boosted 
Lightning Electric’s earnings to $141,030 
from 22 career starts. Bred in Pennsylvania 
by Norman and Laurence Lewis, Lightning 
Electric made two starts in 2011 before 
being shelved for more than a year. When 
he returned in 2013, he not only broke his 
maiden at Pimlico, but captured the Smarty 
Jones HBPA Stakes at Penn National that 
year. He is out of the Blushing John mare 
Flamme Rouge. 

VALET ROLLICK INJURED 
IN PADDOCK ACCIDENT 

WiUiam HoUick, a former jockey at 
Delaware, was severely injured in a pad- 
dock accident prior to the fourth race Aug. 
18, an incident which forced the cancella¬ 
tion of the remainder of the card. 

In a show of support for HoUick, and 
claims of slow medical response, jockeys 
decided not to continue to ride, forcing 
the track to scrap races five through eight. 
HoUick suffered broken ribs, an inflamed 
lung, a partiaUy coUapsed lung, a broken 
shoulder blade, and a broken coUarbone. *

Going Big Time 

New fall festival fuels optimism, spurs 
upgrades to paddock, winner’s circle

L ive action at Parx Racing took a hiatus 
of sorts during most of August in 
anticipation of its newly-created Fall 
Festival, a $20 million purse-enhanced peri¬ 
od scheduled for Aug. 29 through Oct. 20. 

Track management said that, by dou¬ 
bling purse levels throughout the Fall 
Festival, it hoped to “create a signature 
racing meet that will attract top horse rac¬ 
ing talent in the industry, increase the field 
size of the races, enhance betting interest, 
and draw new fans to the racetrack.” 

In the two weeks prior to the Fall 
Festival, Parx did not run eight scheduled 
dates, from Aug. 15-28, to complete some 
capital improvements on the facility. 

Chief among them was a $600,000 
renovation to the paddock, walking ring 
and winner’s circle. The renovation to the 
paddock began the first week in August, 
and saddling for the cards of Aug. 8-11 
took place on the turf course. 


According to director of racing Sam 
Elliott, the wooden saddling stalls in the 
paddock, which dated back to the track’s 
opening in 1974, were removed and rebuilt 
with cinderblocks, which were then cov¬ 
ered with a four-foot high rubber material 
to ensure safety. The wood chips in the 
paddock, walking ring and winner’s circle 
were taken out and replaced with rubber 
pavers. 

Elliott said that while a lot of out-of- 
town horsemen called looking for stalls for 
the duration of the Fall Festival, he didn’t 
have room to accommodate a large influx 
of horses. 

“My main concern is to be fair to 
horsemen who have stabled with us and 
supported our program year-round,” said 
Elliott. 

NEW SUCCESS FOR ELLENDALE 

Dale Schilling and his wife, Ellen Lea, 
have had great success the last few years 


with homebreds produced on their farm 
in Ambler, Pa. One of their most famous 
alumni is the multiple stakes winner 
Roadhog, who has earned $643,114 while 
racing in the Mid-Atlantic region. Now 8, 
Roadhog has placed in two stakes this year; 
previously his wins included the Maryland 
Million Turf in 2012 and ’13. 

Schilling, a veterinarian and the secre¬ 
tary of the Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association, and Lea race their horses 
under the EUendale Racing banner, and are 
based at the Fair HiU Training Center with 
trainer Lizzie Merryman, a board member 
of the PHBA. The latest homebred for 
EUendale to find the winner’s circle is 
Broad Axe Bernie, who broke his maiden 
in a $57,940 open special weight event at 5 
furlongs on turf Aug. 4. 

With Paco Lopez aboard, the 3-year-old 
son of Bernstein made a sweeping move 
coming into the stretch after saving ground 
throughout, and took the lead nearing the 
eighth pole to win by 1 Vr lengths as the bet¬ 
ting favorite over the firm course. 

WhUe his official statistics show that 
this was his second career race-having 
finished fourth in his first trip July 18 after 
breaking slowly but raUying late—he actu- 
aUy made it to the post June 1 in a maiden 
special weight but was a gate scratch at 
Parx. 

“It was a nightmare,” said Lea, in recaU- 
ing the gate incident. “He dipped and 
became wedged under the gate. All you 
could hear was thumping and crashing 
noises. I thought he was a goner, and that 
his career was over. But amazingly aU he 
suffered was some scratches and swelling, 
nothing serious. He went back to Fair HiU 
and walked for a few days and then Liz 
[Merryman] worked with him in the gate.” 

Broad Axe Bernie was named after a 
landmark at the intersection of Skippack 
and Butler Pikes in Ambler, near where he 
was foaled. At that intersection is the Broad 
Axe Tavern, which dates to 1681 and is one 
of America’s oldest drinking estabUsh- 
ments. General Washington is known to 
have marched past the Broad Axe Tavern 
six times with his troops. According to 
the history books, horse races were held 
along Skippack Pike, with spectators and 
contestants “celebrating or commiserating 
over brew at the tavern.” The second part 
of the gelding’s name, Bernie, comes from 
sire Bernstein. 

With such a harmless and historical 
name, it was no wonder that Schilling and 
Lea were befuddled when The Jockey Club 
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did not give its approval, instead question- 
ing it. 

“They said it didn’t make sense and 
weren’t going to approve it,” said Lea. “I 
had to send an explanation.” 

Broad Axe Bernie is out of the Press 
Card mare Annie Fitch, who raced for 
EUendale before joining their small brood¬ 
mare band. He is a half-brother to Maine 
Ingredient, an 11-time winner who has 
earned $219,248. 

“'Bernie’ is a very handsome horse, a 
beautiful mover,” said Lea. “He’s just like 
Annie Fitch, who is beautiful, too. She has 
classic good looks and is our most attrac¬ 
tive mare. She’s quirky—she wants to stay 
outside all the time. If you bring her in and 
put her in a stall for something, she acts 
like a total lunatic.” 

Annie Fitch had a filly by Sky Mesa this 
spring, but wasn’t bred back, as Schilling 
and Lea breed their mares every other 
year. Little Wing, the dam of Roadhog, 
has a yearling colt by Shackleford named 
Big Shack, and was bred back to that sire 
this year. 

GOLDEN OAK STILL WINNING 

During her racing career. Golden Oak 
Farm’s homebred Jet Away Jane was a fan 
favorite at Parx Racing. The daughter of 
Unbridled Jet had an exciting off-the-pace 
style of running, which carried her to five 
stakes wins and eight stakes-placings in 
33 starts. When she retired, she’d earned 
$543,937. 

Golden Oak Farm, owned by Ted and 
Robin Stepanoff of Oley, Pa., also bred 
and campaigned Mints First Star, the dam 
of Jet Away Jane. When Kid Brown, a 
4-year-old daughter of Jet Away Jane by 
Big Brown, captured her third consecutive 
victory Aug. 1, she represented the third 
generation of the family bred by Golden 
Oak. 

Kid Brown, Jet Away Jane’s first foal, 
was sold as a yearling at the Keeneland 
September sale for $25,000 to owner 
Thomas McClay. She started her win streak 
June 15 at Parx, when she won a condi¬ 
tioned claiming race by nearly 4 lengths. 
Trainer Ramon Preciado bumped her up 
in price and shipped her to Penn National 
July 22, where she easily won again, draw¬ 
ing away to a 4-length score as the even- 
money choice. 

Preciado then entered her in a Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred allowance at 6 furlongs back 
at Parx, and she scored a front-running 
victory over six rivals, again as the betting 
favorite. Joshua Navarro sent her to the 


lead out of the gate, and she dueled with 
second-choice Magic Soul through the 
opening quarter-mile. 

Kid Brown shook clear of Magic Soul 
around the turn and came into the stretch 
with a big lead. Under confident handling, 
she roUed under the wire much the best. 
The $21,000 she earned boosted her earn¬ 
ings to $129,993 from 20 career starts. 


After Kid Brown, Jet Away Jane pro¬ 
duced Alice’s Girls, a fiUy by Any Given 
Saturday, in 2012, who broke her maiden 
at Parx July 18 for trainer Cynthia Reese 
and owner James Shannon Jr. In 2013, she 
produced Anissa, a filly by Gio Ponti, who 
was being trained at the EUoree Training 
Center in South Carolina. She has an 
unnamed yearling colt by Jump Start. ^

Mighty Mare 

Brahms Belle gets 11 th lifetime win 
for Ohio-based owner/trainer Kintz

M ajor stakes winners grab all the 
headlines, but it’s the blue-collar 
workers of the sport that not only 
help to fill races, but often make an impor¬ 
tant impact in the lives of their owners. 

Such is the case with Brahms Belle, a 
hard-working member of owner/trainer 
S. Matthew Kintz’s stable, who has made 
63 starts and earned more than $130,000 
since 2009, mostly in lower-level claiming 
and starter allowance races. 

The 9-year-old daughter of Brahms, 
who captured her 11th race Aug. 27 at 
Presque Isle Downs, didn’t come with 
a high pricetag. As a matter of fact, the 
tough dark bay or brown mare Kintz 
laughingly calls his “little ATM machine,” 
didn’t cost him a cent. And somewhat 
unusually, she’s been with Kintz for every 
one of her races, never having changed 
hands along the way. 


Kintz, an Ohio native who owns a farm 
in Leetonia, recalled a story from 2007. 
A bloodstock agent called Kintz’s father 
about two available yearlings — for free. 
After Kintz went to see them, he liked 
Brahms BeUe and decided to take her, 
eventually bringing her to his Ohio farm 
for early breaking and training. 

Brahms Belle didn’t start until April of 
her 3-year-old year, but she hasn’t failed to 
win in seven seasons of racing for Kintz. 
And while she’s competed at Mountaineer, 
Laurel Park, Keeneland and Turfway Park, 
the majority of her starts have come at 
Presque Isle, as she has shown an affinity 
for the Tapeta surface. 

In the latest win, jockey Jane MagreU— 
also aboard for the mare’s career debut 
back in 2009 —allowed her to settle near 
the rear of the field in the 6-furlong test, 
swung her six wide coming into the stretch. 


and she responded with a big late rally that 
propelled her to a 1 V 2 -length victory. 

“She doesn’t like to be hit with the 
stick,” said Kintz, who got his early expo¬ 
sure to Thoroughbreds by working for 
Taylor Made Farm and Gainesway Farm 
in Kentucky. “The jockey has to sit and 
then make one run. She responds the best 
to female jockeys —aU of her wins have 
come with a girl in the saddle. I was pretty 
confident that she was going to run well.” 

Kintz said that Brahms Belle isn’t very 
big, but makes up for it in personality. 

“She’s built like a Quarter Horse, and 
she’s pretty wide and stout, a chunk,” he 
said. “She’s a little high-strung and will 
kick, so I usually walk her outside the barn. 
She’s also an escape artist. She ducks under 
the webbing in her stall and will get out if 
you don’t watch her. She’s gotten loose on 
the backstretch a couple of times.” 

Kintz has 25 horses in training at 
Presque Isle, and over the winter lays his 
horses up on his farm. 

“That’s one of the reasons I believe 
Brahms Belle has lasted so long,” he said. 
“She gets the winter off, and doesn’t stay 
in training year-round. I thought I was 
going to retire her at the end of last year, 
but she was doing so well I decided to 
bring her back. More than likely, though, 
this will be her final season and I’ll breed 
her to Coronet of a Baron, who stands at 
my farm.” 

Coronet of a Baron, a $550,000 2-year- 
old in training, was second in the Grade 1 
Del Mar Futurity and third in the Breeders’ 
Cup Juvenile Turf, and retired with seven 
wins and earnings of $364,029. 

As for Brahms Belle, Kintz said, “She’s 
been a part of my life for a long time, and 
has been very, very good to me all these 
years.” 

R FROSTY ONE WINS STAKES 

Sajor Stable’s R Frosty One became the 
first stakes winner for her sire. Southern 
Success, and her breeder, Gayle Gerth, 
when she captured the $75,000 Malvern 
Rose Stakes Aug. 9. 

In the iyi6-mile race for Pennsylvania- 
bred fillies and mares, R Frosty One burst 
out of the starting gate and never looked 
back, speed-popping her six rivals and win¬ 
ning by 2y2 lengths in 1:44.22. 

With Pablo Morales doing the riding 
honors for trainer Murray Rojas, R Frosty 
One fended off a challenge on the turn 
from Happy to Go, and then repelled an 
aU-out effort by Zig Zag late to draw off 
for the impressive score.

Life Cut Short 

Tragedy mars Sylvia Bishop Stakes 
as Get the Sensation breaks down

T he only thought running through 
Crystal Pickett’s mind as she watched 
the $50,000 Sylvia Bishop Memorial 
Stakes was the margin of victory for her 
filly Get the Sensation in the $50,000 
stakes. 

Turning into the Charles Town stretch 
Aug. 22, the 3-year-old Not For Love filly 
appeared to be pulling away from the field. 
But just then, it happened. Absolute disas¬ 
ter in an instant. 

“It’s kind of horrifying to watch your 
horse have a 5-length lead,” Pickett said, 
“and then she disappears from the pic¬ 
ture.” 

What seemed hke sure victory only 
moments earlier suddenly unraveled. Get 
the Sensation, with Jose Montano aboard, 
had broken down. Montano walked away 
without any major injury but Get the 
Sensation could not be saved. 


“There was no warning,” Pickett said. 
“[Montano] said she was running easy. He 
wasn’t hitting her. She was in hand. It’s 
really sad and just a huge loss. It’s one of 
those things you don’t ever get over.” 

Bred in West Virginia by Francis Daniel 
III and owned by JiU Daniel, Get the 
Sensation had won four consecutive races 
at Charles Town this year, including the 
$50,000 Its Binn Too Long Stakes and 
Fancy Buckles Stakes. 

All of her victories had come at 4y2 
furlongs. Her win streak ended in July 
when she finished eighth in the Miss 
Woodford Stakes at Monmouth Park. The 
Sylvia Bishop was Get the Sensation’s first 
attempt at 7 furlongs and it was supposed 
to set her up for bigger targets. 

“We were stretching her out to run in 
the Sylvia Bishop and then, you know, the 
Breeders Classic in the fall,” Pickett said. 
“She was just a lovely filly and a very spe¬ 


cial horse. She was hke part of my family. I 
got on her. My husband loved her. It’s just 
a tremendous loss to my whole family and 
her breeder and owner.” 

Following the breakdown, James 
Casey’s Candy Man’s Girl raUied from off 
the pace to win in 1:27.60 under Antonio 
Lopez. Nay’s Back finished second, beaten 
2 lengths and My Sister Caro was third. 

“[Get the Sensation] was a super horse 
and that was unfortunate,” Casey said, fol¬ 
lowing his marred victory. “But my horse 
has been doing good and she was going to 
put a big finish in anyhow. . . she is a very 
nice httle horse.” 

Candy Man’s Girl is a Casey homebred 
by Charitable Man out of the Yankee 
Victor mare Candy One. The victory was 
her first stakes score and her fourth win 
overall from seven races, boosting her 
earnings to $90,643. Casey said the filly 
would be pointed to a stakes race on 
Breeders Classics night Oct. 10. 

That was the same plan Pickett had 
for Get the Sensation. Four days after the 
Sylvia Bishop Stakes, another Pickett train¬ 
ee Flattering Bea won a $30,000 handicap 
at Charles Town. When the mare turned 
for home and pulled away from the field, 
Pickett couldn’t help but flash back to a 
few nights earlier. 

“When Bea took the lead on the turn, 
with the same rider, Jose Montano, a chest¬ 
nut fiUy pike Get the Sensation], took the 
lead on the same spot, on the same turn, 
and was drawing away with ease, my heart 
was just pounding,” Pickett said. “I was just 
bawhng in the winner’s circle.” 

Get the Sensation earned $100,160, 
while winning four of eight career starts. 
To Pickett and the team that cared for 
her, she made a much larger impression 
that win last as their prevailing image of 
the filly. 

“She was aU racehorse. She was a total 
professional on the racetrack,” Pickett said. 
“She loved peppermints and loved her 
job. She loved being in the barn. She was 
a happy fiUy, bucking and squealing, you 
know what I mean? It’s just a shame to lose 
her at her prime hke that. You think about 
ah the potential she had and you’U just 
never know what could have been. That’s 
the hardest thing. “ 

TIGHT AGAIN 

If it’s a big race, count on Chrome Mine 
to make things interesting. Photo finishes 
have foUowed the 4-year-old Mineshaft 
fiUy whenever she’s raced in stakes com¬ 
pany.

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Chrome Mine’s only loss in her last 
seven races was by a neck in last year’s West 
Virginia Division of Tourism Breeders 
Classic Stakes. In the $50,000 Sadie 
Hawkins Stakes Aug. 8, Chrome Mine 
found herself on the winning end of a 
tight finish. 

“I thought she was going to get beat, 
to be honest with you,” said trainer David 
Walters. ''But she dug in just a little bit 
harder.” 

A West Virginia homebred for Michael 
MiUer, Chrome Mine had just enough to 
hold off a late charge from Red Hot Diva. 
This time. Chrome Mine had won by a 
neck, and she’d earned it. 

"Chrome Mine made the lead turning 
for home,” Walters said. "It looked like 
she had a length lead and [Cuppa Mocha 
Mojo] was stHl second. Red Hot Diva had 
made a run through the stretch, almost 
getting Chrome Mine but she held safe to 
the wire.” 

Chrome Mine came home in 1:25.51 
for 7 furlongs. Red Hot Diva had just 
missed and Cuppa Mocha Mojo finished 
VA lengths behind in third. 

The win was Chrome Mine’s second in 
a stakes. She won the 2014 Sylvia Bishop 
Memorial, that time by a head. 

Chrome Mine has never finished out of 
the money in 10 career starts, having won 
eight times and banking $177,390. Walters 
said she would be pointed to Breeders 
Classic night, as she was last year, when she 
lost by a neck. 

"She had a good campaign last year, her 
3-year-old year,” he said. "We turned her 
out after the Classic, brought her back and 
ran her in some non-winners of two that 
she was eligible for, being a West Virginia- 
bred. So, they were a little bit easier than 
certainly stakes company.” 

THREE STRAIGHT 

The beat continued for Michael Furr’s 
6-year-old Lucy’s Bob Boy in the $50,000 
Frank Gall Memorial Stakes. Trained by 
Sandra Dono, the Flatter gelding won the 
Frank GaU for the third consecutive year 
Aug. 15 and pushed his lifetime earnings 
closer to the seven-figure mark. 

"It’s great. The owners are very happy, 
too,” Dono said. "Right now, I actually 
think he’s feeling a little better than he has 
been in the last couple of years.” 

Lucy’s Bob Boy, ridden by Jevian 
Toledo, simply dominated five challeng¬ 
ers. After sitting just off of race favorite 
Hidden Canyon, Lucy’s Bob Boy was given 
his cue and ultimately took over at the five-

sixteenths. He won by 5% lengths from 
Hidden Canyon with Little Big Sime third. 

"Basically, it unfolded the way we 
thought it was going to be,” Dono said. 
"We thought once he pressed the speed 
that we’d be OK.” 

Bred in West Virginia by Robert Furr, 
Lucy’s Bob Boy has battled a chronic foot 
issue and has stiU proven himself to be one 
of the most consistent racehorses in West 
Virginia in recent memory. He’s won 25 of 
39 career starts, including 11 stakes. 


Lucy’s Bob Boy has run in West Virginia 
Breeders Classics races off victories in the 
Frank Gall. In 2012, he won the Breeders 
Classic. Well beaten in the race in 2013, he 
lost in the final strides last year when jock¬ 
ey Arnaldo Bocachica dropped the reins. 

"I believe the horse thought the race 
was kind of over,” Dono said of last year. 
"I think it was just a little bit of bad luck. 
When you’re racing, you need good luck.” 

With any luck, Dono will soon have her 
first m illi onaire. ^ 
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Bouncing Back 

Bob Le Beau rebounds from loss 
to capture Gr. 1 New York Turf Writers

O ff a powerhouse flat win at Parx, 
Bob Le Beau (Ire) looked like a con¬ 
tender in the Grade 1 A.P. Smithwick 
Memorial steeplechase at Saratoga Aug. 
6 and finished a middling fourth without 
making much headway in the stretch. 

Three weeks later, going 2 V 2 furlongs 
farther, he dominated the Grade 1 New 


York Turf Writers Cup for The Fields 
Stable and Elizabeth Voss Aug. 27. The 
Irish-bred rated ninth of 10 early for Jack 
Doyle, rallied leaving the backside and 
outran Schoodic over the final quarter-mile 
to score by IVa lengths. Charminster (Ire) 
rallied for third at 35-1 while race favorite, 
2014 Eclipse Award winner Demonstrative, 


was pulled up in a race marred by the death 
of 2013 Eclipse winner Divine Fortune in 
a fall at the last fence. 

“You can’t enjoy it, it’s hard on every¬ 
body,” said Voss, who lost Makari (GB) in 
a similar fall in the 2014 Turf Writers. “We 
were standing there last year like they are 
this year.” 

Voss credited the step up in distance for 
Bob Le Beau’s improved effort Thursday. 

“He won at Radnor [in May] which 
is the exact same distance,” Voss said. 
“His Smithwick wasn’t very good, but we 
thought he’d like the longer distance. I 
know he’s little and you think he should be 
sharper, but I think the little longer trip is 
better for him.” 

It sure looked like it. 

Divine Fortune bounced to his custom¬ 
ary spot on the lead, Syros tracked him 
in second. All Together and Schoodic 
found sweet spots in third and fourth. 
Demonstrative established a comfortable

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peg in fifth. Doyle placed Bob Le Beau 
near the back and outside, with just British 
import Hinterland (Fr) behind him. 

With a circuit to go, Divine Fortune con¬ 
tinued to lope on the lead as Demonstrative 
lost another position and slid back to last. 
Bob Le Beau drafted behind the peloton, 
continuing to make positive ground. 

Leaving the backside. Divine Fortune 
led a stacked quartet of Syros, All Together, 
Schoodic and Alajmal. With a choice of 
slinging outside past four rivals or taking a 
shot along the cones, Doyle aimed Bob Le 
Beau for a sliver inside a tiring All Together. 
Turning for home, and saving ground. Bob 
Le Beau took aim at Divine Fortune while 
Schoodic tried to muster a rally. 

Barging through the inside of All 
Together and squaring up to the outside 
of Divine Fortune, Bob Le Beau reached 
even terms with Divine Fortune, slammed 
in a short stride at the last and landed with 
the race firmly in his grasp. He skipped 
clear to a comfortable win. 

“Ideally, I didn’t want to be that far 
back, but I was happy enough to stay there 
and let them go on and race in front,” said 
Doyle. “I turned in [to the stretch] with 
loads of horse, I couldn’t believe how well 
he was going, he missed the last a little bit, 
it made no difference whether the horse 
stayed up, I was going by him.” 

Voss credited Doyle with the idea of 
outfitting Bob Le Beau with a hood for his 
races. Essentially a head cover that looks 
like a set of blinkers without the eye cups, 
the black hood includes covers over the 
horse’s ears, which minimizes noise and 
has a calming effect. 

“He’s always been a nervous horse and 
he doesn’t like you anywhere near his ears 
so you can’t stick earplugs in him,” she 
said. “Jack thought we should try this hood 
on him. On racedays we put it on him a 
couple hours before and it totally calms 
him. The [lack of] sound and the pressure 
on their face is supposed to help them too. 
Whatever it is, we’ll use it.” 

Bob Le Beau won for the second time 
over jumps in the United States, to go with 
six flat wins and two hurdle wins in Ireland. 
The $90,000 payday raised his career bank¬ 
roll to $433,457 with stops in Ireland, 
Dubai and the U.S. 

Voss couldn’t help but think about her 
father, and his longtime client Betty Merck, 
afterward. Tom Voss died in January 2014, 
a few months after contemplating the 
purchase of Bob Le Beau for Merck’s The 


Fields Stable. The horse’s name came back 
around on the prospect list kept by the 
trainer’s husband, bloodstock agent Gary 
Murray, after Tom Voss died. Merck went 
for it, like she did throughout her life, and 
saw him run a few times last year. At 95, 
she died in April—leaving the horses to her 
son Laddie. 

“How about this? Of course I’m think¬ 
ing about Mom,” he said in the winner’s 
circle. “Afterward people asked me about 
where we might run next. I’m just enjoying 
this. Mom’s smiling somewhere, with Tom. 
You know it. She loved the racing and we 
said we were going to try to keep the stable 
going. We’ve got a bunch of homebreds 
coming along, too.” 

LUNE DE CARO 
CONTINUES CLIMB 

Joe McSorley laughed at the question. 

“Who taught him to jump? You can’t 
teach a horse to do that. You can’t,” the 
Kentucky horseman said, then instructed 
assistant Lyndsay Deaver to cue up a 
photo on her phone. “Find the one of him 
jumping the thistle out in the paddock. He 
would touch the ground and do it again, 
like a dolphin through water. It was easy 
for him.” 

The photo is as McSorley describes-a 
gray horse leaping over some tail weeds, no 


halter, no saddle, no rider, knees tucked in 
perfect jumping position. The photo looks 
like an Instagram trick, and may someday 
be as collectable as the first photo of 
LeBron James shooting baskets. Lune de 
Caro, whose life (let alone racing career) 
became something of a legend this sum¬ 
mer, improved to 3-for-3 in a short steeple¬ 
chase career with a victory at Saratoga Aug. 
19 to give trainer Jonathan Sheppard his 
only jump win at the meet. 

Racing in the name of McSorley’s wife 
Tamara, the 6-year-old gelding lived up to 
his 4-5 odds and rallied from last to win 
the $65,000 optional claiming hurdle by 
2 V 2 lengths over Orchestra Leader with 
Fantastic Song third. The winner dropped 
in at the back behind a slow pace set by So 
Outspoken, survived a handful of minor 
jumping mistakes, and roared past every¬ 
one in the final quarter-mile. 

“They went pretty steady which didn’t 
suit him,” said jockey Willie McCarthy. 
“His third start over hurdles, I know he 
was favored but it was still his third start 
over hurdles. You’re at the big table here. 
He was keen early, running through the 
bit a little bit, but he managed to find a leg 
when he needed to find a leg. He switched 
off after awhile and I actually moved a little 
earlier than I planned, because they went 
so slow early, I knew it was going to be 
quick at the finish.”

Bred in Texas by Glenda Perryman’s La 
Bahia Stud, Lune de Caro was orphaned 
when his dam Widow’s Mite (Ire) died after 
foaling. Perryman sent the son of Cozzene 
to McSorley to be broken and then to 
trainer Leonard PoweU in California. Lune 
de Caro made four starts as a 3-year-old 
and never got closer than a third at Golden 
Gate Fields in 2012. A broken coffin bone 
seemingly ended the racing career, and 
Perryman called McSorley about taking 
the horse back as a potential mount for his 
daughters Maggie and Sarah. 

“She asked me if my girls would like to 
have him as a riding horse,” said McSorley. 
“She sent him to us, just sent him, and my 
girls were riding him and messing around 
with him. He’s just a nice horse, the kids 
lead him around aU over the place, play 
with him.” 

McSorley owns a small farm, boards 
mares, breaks yearlings, trains a few race¬ 
horses, and also works at Buck Pond Farm 
in Versailles. Lune de Caro just made a 
place for himself 

“We were using him as a pony last year, 
but he was going faster than the horses we 
were training,” McSorley said. “I play with 


a few flat horses to train and stuff, but he 
was outrunning aU of them.” 

McSorley ran Lune de Caro three times 
last year. The first try, his first start in more 
than two years, came at Kentucky Downs 
and he finished eighth in maiden company. 
Two starts at Keeneland weren’t much 
better. 

“He doesn’t like crowds, he didn’t like 
California, and he didn’t like Keeneland at 
all,” McSorley said. 

Undaunted, McSorley tried again this 
year and Lune de Caro won a $5,000 
maiden claimer at Ohio’s Belterra Park 
May 3 with a steeplechase start on the radar 
screen. Two weeks later, Lune de Caro won 
a maiden hurdle at Kentucky’s High Hope 
Races for jump trainer Desmond Fogarty. 
McSorley went to the flat once more in an 
allowance race Churchill Downs June 13 
and his horse finished a distant seventh 
going 1 Vs miles. 

McSorley thought about his options 
and called Sheppard. 

“I didn’t know what to expect,” said the 
trainer. “I’d never heard of the horse. I’d 
never heard of the owner. Originally they 
were just sending him up to me to try to 


sell. We liked him a lot when he first came. 
It was a pleasant surprise, really. He doesn’t 
have a whole lot of speed—the further he 
goes the stronger he gets. Every work he 
finishes, when they stand up after the wire 
he just keeps on going.” 

Lune de Caro earned $39,000 with the 
win, nearly doubling his lifetime mark to 
$83,276. 

BONDED GETS BIG MEET 
STARTED FOR DAY 

Virginia-based trainer Jimmy Day has 
raided Saratoga for years —all the way back 
to when he ventured from the farm with 
Intelligent Choice to post a win, a second 
and a third in four starts on the flat and 
over jumps in 1989. 

The plundering continued in 2015 as 
he won three of the 10 jump races at the 
meet. The triple started Aug. 13 when he 
unleashed Bonded (Ire) to take a $65,000 
allowance hurdle, continued four days 
later when Plated took the other half 
of the same race and finished up with 
Diplomat’s score in a $70,000 optional 
claimer. 

“I like coming here, not only the money, 
but it’s a privilege to come here and win 
races,” Day said, while watching the replay 
of Bonded’s win. “I have them as tight as 
I can, they’ll have a shot, then the rest is 
racing luck. It went right today. I’ll take it 
with a smile.” 

Owned by Bruce Smart and ridden by 
Bernie Dalton, Bonded rallied from last 
to run down North Star Boy (Ire) in the 
final strides. Day hadn’t had any racing luck 
this year until that day. Bonded avoided 
two faUers, like a cat avoids a puddle, and 
turned for home with a mountain to climb. 
He climbed it, rallying outside, flying the 
last hurdle and sliding inside North Star 
Boy. 

Bonded, purchased by Day at the 
TattersaUs Horses in Training Sale in 2010, 
hadn’t won since 2013 and went off at 
19-1. 

“Bonded has had issues all his life, he’s 
a good horse but he’s in and out, in and 
out. Bernie never quit on him, that was the 
key,” Day said. “I didn’t have great hopes 
going around the home turn and then he 
got to running. I know when he can run, 
he can run. I was pretty confident coming 
to the last, it’s easy saying that now, but he 
is a good horse.” 
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One of a kind 


C hampion steeplechaser of 2013 and a multiple Pennsylvania- 
bred champion Divine Fortune was euthanized after a fall at 
Saratoga Aug. 27. 

The 12-year-old gelding was battling for the lead at the last 
fence of the New York Turf Writers Cup-Gl when he fell. He 
rose to his feet and walked onto the ambulance, but was diagnosed 
with a broken shoulder and euthanized. 

Owned and bred by Bill Pape and Jonathan Sheppard, the 
chestnut won 12 of 47 career starts (including an ll-for-43 mark 
over hurdles) and earned $829,795-good for fifth on the all-time 
list behind only McDynamo, Good Night Shirt, Lonesome Glory 
and Demonstrative. 


Divine Fortune began his racing career as a 3-year-old fiat 
horse at Delaware Park, but he was racing over fences that fall and 
graduated the maiden ranks —first over jumps, then on the flat- 
in back-to-back starts in 2007. After losing his first 14 tries in 
Grade 1 company, he broke through with a win in the 2013 Grand 
National to clinch the Eclipse Award. He came back last year and 
added the Grade 1 Iroquois and Colonial Cup to go along with 
Grade 2 wins in the A.P Smithwick (now a Grade 1) in 2010 and 
2011. 

Divine Fortune was a third generation homebred for Sheppard 
through his dam My Tombola (whose sire Northern Fling was 
trained by Sheppard) and her dam Better to Be Lucky. ■ 
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■ Plated was always supposed to win races 
at Saratoga. It just took a little longer than 
anyone expected, and a career change. The 
6-year-old son of Tiznow, who cost 
$500,000 as a 2-year-old at Fasig-Tipton 
Florida in 2011, handled five rivals in 
Monday’s opener-a $65,000 allowance 
hurdle going 2Vi6 miles. Owner Maggie 
Bryant’s Kentucky-bred started as the 
slight 5-2 favorite and allowed a fast pace 
to play out before rallying off the turn and 
through the stretch. He won by 1 Vi lengths 
over Andi’amu (Fr) with Street Fight third. 
Day and jockey Sean McDermott each 
picked up his second jump win of the 
meet. 

The race itself was easier than the 
logistics. Day shipped Plated and Bonded 
to Saratoga—the former for Wednesday, 
Aug. 12 and the latter for Thursday, Aug. 
13. In order: rain aU day Tuesday can¬ 
celed Plated’s race. Bonded won Thursday, 
NYRA rescheduled Wednesday’s race for 
Monday, Aug. 17 and Day had to scramble. 

“We had to get someone to take care 
of him because I had to get back home 
and get to work on the farm, and we had 
to send some more feed up here because 
we didn’t plan on staying that long,” the 
trainer said. 

After seven fruitless starts on the flat, 
Lael Stable sold Plated to Day in 2013. The 
Overbrook Farm product, from the family 
of Flanders and Surfside among others, 
finished second twice in maiden claimers 
on the flat before being sold to Bryant as 
a steeplechase prospect. Last year. Plated 
broke his maiden on the flat (at Belmont 
in June) and over fences (at Great Meadow 
in October). His 2015 campaign includes 
two thirds and a second in decent jump 
company, and a flat prep at Delaware Park 
July 25. 

■ When Day and jockey Bernie Dalton 
discussed running Diplomat for a claiming 
price in an optional claimer at Saratoga 
Sept. 2, the conversation went back and 
forth for a bit. 

“Jimmy was hedging his bets about run¬ 
ning him in here,” said Dalton after steer¬ 
ing the 6-year-old to a 3-length win in the 
$70,000 race. “Then he was worried about 
getting him claimed.” 

As he did on the track, Dalton had aU 
the answers. 

“Look, let me settle him in the back, I 
think he’ll win,” the jockey told Day. “He’s 
got one run, you just have to come with it. 


And if he wins and gets claimed, you’ll be 
laughing aU the way to the bank.” 

Day collected $42,000 in purse money 
for the win, and another $40,000 when 
new steeplechaser owner Newman Racing 
dropped a slip for the Kitten’s Joy geld¬ 
ing. The $82,000 payday is more than 
the $75,000 earned by Choral Society for 
winning the Grade 1 A.P Smithwick Aug. 
6. In that race. Diplomat finished sixth 
after making the lead late. Listening to 
Dalton’s input, and hoping for a more 
settled early spot. Day took the blinkers 
off Diplomat and the Kentucky-bred rated 
in fifth behind a slow pace. 

Andi’amu made the early running, 
followed by Gimme Five (GB), Over¬ 
whelming, All Together, Diplomat and 
Mandola in a train for seven fences. On 
the final run up the backside, Andi’amu 
still led, but had plenty of company as the 
pace quickened. 

Diplomat moved out from behind 
horses at the eighth fence. Mandola 
followed. On the final turn. Diplomat 
advanced toward the front while three 
wide. Outside of him and working harder, 
Mandola ranged up. Andi’amu still led off 
the turn and took the group to the last 
fence as Diplomat closed in. They left the 
ground in tandem, but Diplomat touched 
down with more run and drew off to his 
fifth win over jumps at 9-1. Andi’amu hung 
on for second by a neck over All Together. 
A stride behind the leaders, Mandola fell at 
the last fence. 

Diplomat raced for his breeders Ken 
and Sarah Ramsey in Ireland-winning 
twice and knocking heads with the likes 
of Declaration of War on the flat-with 
trainer Dermot Weld. 

Sold to Ronan Lambe but still with 
Weld, the horse went hurdling and won 
twice more before Day spent about $18,000 
to buy him at the Tatters alls Horses in 
Training Sale last year. 

He won his first start in the U.S. in 
March, taking the restricted Carolina 
Cup novice stakes, then finished fifth in 
open company in May and sixth in the 
Smithwick. 

FOUR-HORSE FINISH 

In a fitting end to a somewhat ragged 
slate, the steeplechase schedule at Saratoga 
ended with a four-horse allowance hurdle 
Sept. 3—not that it started out that way. 
The race lured seven entries, but scratched 
down to a quartet after defections by 


Miguel Grau, Street Fight and North Star 
Boy. 

A maiden going in, Hardrock Eleven 
made the most of the opportunity, taking 
the lead after two fences and making it 
stand up for owner Gigi Lazenby, trainer 
Doug Fout and jockey Kieran Norris. 
Perfect Union lost jockey Bernie Dalton 
with a mistake at the ninth of 10 fences. 
The winner outran See Trouble and 
Magical Moon (GB) on the final turn, 
chipped in a bit at the last fence and scored 
by AVa lengths. Hardrock Eleven won three 
times and placed in three stakes on the flat 
while racing mainly in Louisiana for trainer 
(and Lazenby’s brother) David Banks. 

The Virginia-based Fout was enthu¬ 
siastic about the son of Rock Hard Ten 
this spring, and produced a second at first 
asking in April. Next out, Hardrock Eleven 
fell after making most of the running in a 
strong maiden race at Nashville—forcing 
Fout back to teaching mode on the farm. 

“He wanted to jump everything like a 
show horse, way up over the fence,” the 
trainer said. “I video all my schooling and 
he got better every time, but last Monday 
he finally started attacking his fences the 
way I want him to.” 

The lessons paid off with a third against 
maidens at Monmouth Park in June, and 
then again with a late-running fourth 
against winners at Saratoga Aug. 13. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

The 10-race steeplechase schedule at 
Saratoga included six falls, two lost jockeys, 
the death of champion Divine Fortune, a 
career-threatening injury to Mandola and 
small fields, which could prompt changes 
to the course configuration or schedule in 
2016. National Steeplechase Association 
officials met with representatives of the 
New York Racing Association and New 
York Gaming Commission at the end of 
the season and all options will be consid¬ 
ered to improve horse safety and the racing 
product... Autumn wiU, as always, be a busy 
time for U.S. jump racing, headlined by the 
$600,000 Far HiU Races in New Jersey 
leading the way Oct. 17. The season’s rich¬ 
est day includes a $50,000 purse bump to 
$300,000 for the Grade 1 Grand National. 
A week later, Virginia’s International Gold 
Cup meet offers $370,000 on a blended 
card of five jump races and three on the 
flat. The Colonial Cup meet, showcasing 
the Grade 1 Colonial Cup, caps the season 
Nov. 21 in Camden, S.C. ■

Freshman sire Admiral Alex 
gets first win with first starter 



A dmiral Alex, a stakes-winning son 
of champion and dual-classic win¬ 
ner Afleet Alex, got his first winner 
with his first starter at Laurel Park Aug. 
14. In his career debut. Captain Alex was 
never far back in the 5!/2-furlong maiden 
test for 2-year-olds, closed on the leaders 
around the far turn and kicked clear late 
to win by VA lengths. The chestnut gelding 
was bred in Maryland by George Swope 
out of the winning Clever Secret mare 


Fran’s Secretary. Trained by Donnovan 
Haughton, he races for Chuckie Inc. and 
Monica Williams. 

Captain Alex is one of six registered 
foals in the first crop of Admiral Alex, who 
stands at Shamrock Farm in Woodbine, 
Md. The 8-year-old stallion is the prop¬ 
erty of Leon Blusiewicz, who owned and 
trained him to win two of four starts in 
New York as a 3-year-old. 

Admiral Alex made his first start at 
Saratoga and scored in a IVs-mile maiden 
special weight. 

Blusiewicz then tested his colt twice in 
Grade 1 races, with poor results, before 
watching him win the 1 Vs-mile Arts 
and Letters Stakes at Belmont Park that 
October. Admiral Alex zipped through the 
first quarter in :22.56, completed the half 
in :45.66, ran three-quarters in 1:09.88, 
then opened up on his competition to win 
by 4^4 lengths. From four starts. Admiral 
Alex made $76,764. 


Admiral Alex is a half-brother to mul¬ 
tiple graded stakes winner Woodlander, an 
earner of $330,374 who won Belmont’s IV4- 
mtle Lexington Stakes-G3 and Aqueduct’s 
F/i6-mile Fort Marcy Handicap-G3. His 
winning half-sister Miss Ocean City is the 
dam of 2015 2-year-old Azar, winner of 
the With Anticipation Stakes-G2. Another 
half-sister. Miner’s Secret, produced juve¬ 
nile stakes winner and graded stakes-placed 
Conquest Titan. 

Admiral Alex’s dam, the Kingmambo 
mare Madam Lagonza, is a half-sister to 
three stakes performers. The third dam, 
Grenzen, won five graded stakes. The 
daughter of Grenfall produced multi¬ 
millionaire and Grade 1 winner Twilight 
Agenda, who sired the earners of nearly 
$9 million, including graded-stakes-placed 
Market Slide. 

Grenzen is the granddam of European 
champions and classic winners Refuse to 
Bend (Ire) (2000 Guineas S-Gl) and Go 
and Go (Ire) (Belmont S-Gl), German 
sprint champion Munaaji and Melbourne 
Cup-Gl winner Media Puzzle. The family 
also includes Grade 1-winning millionaire 
Rich Tapestry (Ire). 

Admiral Alex stood the 2015 season for 
$1,500 live foal. 


R Frosty One gets first stakes 
win for sire Southern Success

F rom his first four modest-sized crops, 
Pennsylvania sire Southern Success 
has a 76-percent winners-ftom-start- 
ers rate. One of those winners, R Frosty 


One, became the sire’s first stakes winner 
after rolling to victory in her stakes debut, 
the Malvern Rose for 3-year-old fillies, at 
Presque Isle Downs Aug. 9. 

R Frosty One led at every call in her first 
start over the Tapeta surface. A member of 
Southern Success’ fourth crop of five foals, 
R Frosty One is the first stakes winner bred 
by the Gayle B. Gerth Trust. Owned by 
trainer Murray Rojas’ Sajor Stable, the filly 
came back to win a division of the Mrs. 
Penny Stakes on the turf at Parx Racing 
Sept. 5. 

Unraced at 2, R Frosty One has made 
eight starts this year, winning five, with 
two seconds and a third, for earnings of 
$228,053. She is the second foal, and first 
winner, for I’m the Mary, a winning daughter 
of Unbridled Time. 

Southern Success is the sire of 56 foals 
of racing age, and of his 29 starters, 22 have 


won. His leading earner is 10-time winner 
Golden Success (from his first crop), who 
amassed $277,856. 

A 12-year-old son of Dixieland Band 
out of the A.P Indy mare My Success, 
Southern Success won the Dover Stakes at 
2 and retired a winner of two starts with 
earnings of $92,443. He entered stud at 
Xanthus Farms in Gettysburg, Pa., in 2008, 
moved to Dana Point for 2010, and made 
his way to Indiana for 2013. He returned to 
Dana Point the next season. 

Southern Success is a half-brother 
Grade 1-placed Taste Like Candy, an earn¬ 
er of $282,620. 

Second dam, stakes-placed Towering 
Success, produced three stakes performers, 
led by Grade 1-winning sprinter and multi¬ 
millionaire Affirmed Success. Towering 
Success is a half-sister to Grade 1-win¬ 
ning millionaire Exbourne, Grade 1 winner 
Expelled and seven-time stakes winner and 
French classic-placed Top Socialite. 

Southern Success stood the 2015 sea¬ 
son for $1,000 live foal as property of the 
Gayle B. Gerth Trust Syndicate.

Charitable Man doubles up 
with August stakes scores

I n a little over two weeks in August, West 
Virginia stallion Charitable Man took the 
lead among all Mid-Atlantic second-crop 
sires by number of stakes winners for the 
year, with Charitable Annuity and Candy 
Man’s Girl getting their first stakes wins. 
The 3-year-olds also became their sire’s 
first stakes winners 

Charitable Annuity, owned by Mark 
Russell, captured the Robert G. Leavitt 
Stakes Aug. 7. It was the fifth victory in 
eight starts for the bay gelding trained 
by James W Casey, who didn’t launch his 
career until January. In his only other start 


in stakes company, he finished third in the 
Robert Hilton Memorial in April. 

Bred by Donald Duvall, Charitable 
Annuity is the first foal out of the winning 
Luftikus mare Early Annuity, a fuU-sister 
to stakes winner Shesagrumptoo and half- 
sister to three additional stakes winners, 
including millionaire RusseU Road. 

Candy Man’s Girl grabbed the lead 
leaving the final turn and won the 7-fur¬ 
long Sylvia Bishop Memorial Stakes in her 
stakes debut Aug. 22. It was the fourth 
win in five starts this year for the Taylor 
Mountain Farm filly. 


Bred and trained by Casey, Candy Man’s 
Girl is out of Candy One, a daughter of 
Yankee Victor who is also the dam of 
the stakes-winning Windsor Castle gelding 
Greenway Court. 

From 37 registered foals in his first 
crop. Charitable Man has 28 runners and 
16 winners. The multiple graded stakes 
winner has stood his entire career at the 
Casey family’s Taylor Mountain Farm in 
Charles Town. 

Bred in Virginia by Edward P. Evans, 
Charitable Man was one of the top juve¬ 
niles of his year, breaking his maiden 
at Saratoga and returning a month later 
to take Belmont Park’s Grade 2 Futurity 
Stakes. The son of Lemon Drop Kid 
suffered a saucer fracture two weeks later 
which required surgery and kept him away 
from the races for seven months. 

Charitable Man returned to win the 
Grade 2 Peter Pan Stakes at Belmont Park. 
He retired with a record of 8-3-1-1 and 
$475,800. Out of stakes winner Charitable- 
donation (by Saint Ballado), Charitable 
Man is half-brother to graded stakes win¬ 
ner and $501,583-earner Code West and 
stakes-placed Melrose Woods. His female 
line traces back directly to Broodmare 
of the Year Too Bald, whose sons at 
stud included Capote, ExceUer, Vaguely 
Hidden, American Standard and Baldski. 

The 9-year-old staUion stood the 2015 
season for $3,500. 


Dana Point Farm to stand 
Grade 1 winner Swagger Jack 


S wagger Jack, winner of the 2013 
Grade 1 Carter Handicap, has moved 
to Dana Point Farm in Lenhartsville, 
Pa., for the 2016 season. The only son of 
champion sire Smart Strike standing in the 
region, his stud fee is $3,500, with special 
consideration to Pennsylvania mares. The 
7-year-old staUion stood the past two years, 
at Millennium Farms in Kentucky and 
at Nicks Farm in Indiana. His first crop 
arrived this year. 

Swagger Jack won five of 18 starts 
and earned $460,519 over three seasons. 
His most important victory came in the 
7-furlong Carter at Aqueduct, in which 
he defeated Sahara Sky, Discreet Dancer 


and Fort Loudon while completing the 
distance in 1:21.44. Twice he finished 
second in graded stakes company-to 
Discreet Dancer in the 1-mile Gulfstream 
Park Handicap-G2, and Fort Loudon 
in the 7-furlong Gulfstream Park Sprint 
Championship-G2. 

Bred by Edward P. Evans, Swagger 
Jack is from the female line of Prayer BeU. 
He is one of 14 foals, all starters, for The 
Minstrel mare Lyrical Prayer. Twelve of 
her foals were winners, six stakes perform¬ 
ers. 

Swagger Jack’s graded stakes-winning 
half-sister Tap Dance is the dam of stakes 
winner Mail. Another stakes-winning half- 



sister Grand Prayer is the dam of Grade 1 
winner Malibu Prayer and multiple graded 
stakes winner Valid, an earner of $699,107 
and recent victor of the Grade 3 Philip H. 
Iselin Stakes. Another half-sister, stakes- 
placed Lyrical Ghost, produced Silverside, 
a four-time champion in Spain and high- 
weighted older horse at 5 to 7 furlongs in 
Germany. 

Second dam Belle GaUante (by *GaIlant 
Man) is a half-sister to champion 2-year- 
old and sire Silent Screen and graded stakes 
winner Belladora.

Middleburg delivers for 
Clement, Newstead 

I n the midst of a verbal tour of his stable at Saratoga, trainer 
Christophe Clement stopped to talk about an overachiever, a 
relative bit player in a barn full of graded stakes horses. 

“He may not be the best horse, but he tries amazingly hard 
every time you run him. That’s a great quality for a racehorse.” 

A few hours later, that racehorse—Virginia-bred Middleburg— 
won his first stakes. Owned and bred by Bert and Diana Firestone, 
the 5-year-old rallied from just behind the pace to capture the 
$100,000 Cliff Hanger-G3 at Monmouth Park Aug. 23. The 
win was his fifth from 16 starts and also his 15th consecutive 
top-three finish. Furthermore, he led a one-two finish for the 
Firestones-lasting by a neck over another homebred. Special 
Envoy, from the barn of Arnaud Delacour. 

Clement poked fun at his training prowess as Middleburg raced 
in nothing but allowance or maiden company for his first two 
years in the barn. 

“Maybe it’s because I’m a bad trainer and it takes me two years 
to get it right, but I love it when a horse develops,” he said. “I love 
it when a horse improves and you can keep them sound like that. 
He just kept getting better.” 

Named for the horse-centric town in northern Virginia, 
Middleburg is a son of Lemon Drop Kid and the Firestone’s mare 
Rum Charger (Ire). A daughter of Spectrum, Rum Charger has 
produced a mixed bag of foals ranging from Grade 1-winning mil¬ 
lionaire Winchester to maiden hurdler Treasure Map from matings 
with the likes of Theatrical (Ire), War Chant, Tapit, Mr. Greeley 
and Medaglia d’Oro. She has a weanling by Kitten’s Joy and is in 
foal to Giant’s Causeway. 

Her foal of 2010, Middleburg, is a distant second to Winchester 
on the success meter but isn’t finished. 

The Cliff Hanger win came in his fourth consecutive graded- 
stakes start and the schedule included seconds in the Grade 2 
Monmouth Stakes (by a nose) in June and Grade 3 Arlington 
Handicap (by three-quarters of a length) in July. 

For the team at the Firestones’ Newstead Farm just west of 
Middleburg in UpperviUe, Va., the success is not a surprise. 

“He was always one of those that would walk right up to you 
in the field, as friendly as could be, he had a great personality as 
a young horse,” said Newstead’s Eric Connolly. “He was always 
a favorite here, but Middleburg has quickly become a favorite of 
a lot of people—the Firestones, myself, Christophe, anybody in 
town. He’s got a following.” 

ConnoUy and the weanling Middleburg were pictured together 
for a feature on Newstead in the October 2010 magazine. 
Middleburg stares straight at the camera, ears up with a, “Wait ’til 
you see what I can do” look. 

Unraced at 2, Middleburg finished seventh in his career debut 
in January 2013. He won his next start, on Valentine’s Day, and 
was beaten a nose in his first allowance start in March. He didn’t 
run again for almost seven months, but closed 2013 with a win at

Gulfstream in December. Last year, he lost his first five (a third 
and four seconds) before winning at Belmont Park in October. 
This year, he started with an allowance win at Gulfstream in 
March and went right to stakes company. 

The current model is the third Middleburg to be registered by 
The Jockey Club, following foals of 1957 (a Kentucky-bred) and 
1999 (a Maryland-bred who lost all five starts for owner/trainer 
Sherry Rudolph). 

“It just sort of happened,” Connolly said of the name. “As 
names get re-released into the pool, you just see them come up. 
We had Winchester, who was named for the city and then I hap¬ 
pened to be looking and saw Middleburg. Everybody thought it 
was great.”

stadium Authority 
conducts study 
for horse park system 


The Maryland Stadium 
Authority released a study 
commissioned by the 
Maryland Department of 
Agriculture and the Maryland 
Horse Industry Board that 
calls for enhancements to 
horse competition and 
recreational riding facilities at 
the Fair Hill Natural 
Resources Management Area 
(Cecil County) and the Prince 
George's Equestrian Center. 

The study, conducted by 
Crossroads Consultants, 
evaluated existing equine 
resources in the state and 
identified improvements that 
needed at those facilities to 
develop a statewide horse 
park system that would 
spread economic benefits 
throughout Maryland. 

Although the Fair Hill and 
Prince George's Equestrian 
facilities currently operate as 
successful event venues, the 
report concluded that 
modernizing them could 
bring more events to 
Maryland and increase the 
economic impact of those 
events while improving the 
climate for horse-related 
activities throughout the state. 

The study estimates that 
enhancements would cost 
between $19.6 million and $24 
million at Fair Hill and 


between $36 million and $45.4 
million at Prince George's 
Equestrian Center. 

However, projects can be 
completed as funding allows, 
so the study provides each 
local jurisdiction with a road 
map for moving forward since 
large projects would likely 
take a combination of state, 
county, private and perhaps 
federal funding. 

The study further states 
that additional state and 
county tax revenue generated 
by additional equine activities 
would eventually pay for the 
improvements. 

Elected local officials in 
both counties, who have been 
briefed on the study and its 
findings, will ultimately 
decide whether to try to 
upgrade one or both facilities. 

"This study provides the 
Maryland Horse Industry 
with valuable information 
about the current market for 
our facilities," said MHIB 
Chairman James Steele. "It 
furnishes us with concepts for 
building upon the strong 
foundation Maryland has 
established over the many 
years equestrian sports have 
been enjoyed here. It offers a 
blueprint for improving the 
venues we have and suggests 
how they can be addressed in 


workable components 
through a master plan." 

"Maryland is home to 
80,000 horses and nearly 800 
licensed riding schools and 
boarding stables. With few 
exceptions, these are all small 
businesses that have invested 
billions of dollars in land, 
buildings and horses," said 
Maryland Agriculture 
Secretary Joe Bartenfelder. 
"Having top-notch facilities is 
important to keeping jobs in 
the state and keeping the 
industry not just viable but 
flourishing. This study shows 
we have a solid base to further 
build up our horse industry." 

The report is a continu¬ 
ation of a 2006 Horse Park 
Study that recommended one 
major horse park be built in 
the state, similar to the 
Kentucky Horse Park. That 


plan never materialized; 
however, when Maryland's 
horse community revisited 
the idea, the MHIB suggested 
developing a horse park 
system that links existing sites 
into a statewide network 
while also improving existing 
major equestrian facilities. 

Such a system could 
spread economic benefits 
throughout Maryland and 
keep current, long-established 
venues from being negatively 
impacted by one new site. 
MHIB issued a Request For 
Information (RFI) a year ago 
to determine which venues 
were interested in being 
included in the study. The 
study only evaluated the sites 
for equestrian event purposes, 
although numerous other 
activities are held at each.

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Equine Science Center at Rutgers 
introduces new education resource 

T he Equine Science Center at Rutgers University debuted part of its new education re¬ 
source series “Volume 1: Equine Vaccinations” in late August at the New Jersey State 
Championship 4-H Horse Show. Giving away over 200 copies of the resource packages to 
every show participant, the Center aimed to reach some of the best young equine compet¬ 
itors and enthusiasts in the state. Debuting this to a younger demographic in New Jersey, 
the Center now hopes to take aim at everyone who owns or cares for a horse. 

This first volume covers basic information about viral and bacterial diseases; 
vaccination schedules; and warnings, treatments, and prevention methods for “core” and 
“risk-based” diseases that commonly affect horses. The resource package is based upon 
the recommendations of the American Association of Equine Practitioners (AAEP), and 
was edited by the Equine Science Center staff and Rutgers adjunct professor. Dr. Michael 
Eugaro. 

“The aim of this project was to encourage horse owners to have conversations with 
their veterinarians about what vaccinations are needed for their horses” said Dr. Ma¬ 
linowski, director of the Equine Science Center. “Too often people don t even think about 
vaccinations until their horse already is infected with something. These are conversations 
that need to happen before that, as a way to prevent the infection from even occurring in 
the first place.” 

While New Jersey is quick to respond to potential outbreaks, as was the case in 
Eebruary when a horse was found to have been infected with equine herpesvirus and the 
farm was put under quarantine before it could spread any further than the infected horse, 
first-time owners might not realize some of the warning signs of these diseases. 

Without this knowledge they might not even know that their horse is infected, let alone 
know that they should report this to their veterinarian who would inform the Department 
of Agriculture. Some viral and bacterial diseases, considered “reportable diseases” in New 
Jersey due to their infection and/or mortality rate, must be reported in order to prevent 
the spreading of the disease. This is where the Center believes education will come in

Each resource package is made up of two pull-out in¬ 
fographics (broken into “core” and “risk based” diseases), 
as well as nine cards detailing each of these diseases. On 
each card is information about the disease on one side, 
and “warning signs,” “treatment” and “prevention” on the 
other. While owners wont be able to self-diagnose their 
horse, they will learn what to look for, and have a start¬ 
ing point for discussions with their veterinarian if horses 
start displaying symptoms. 

New Jersey equine veterinarian Dr. Michael Fugaro, a 
collaborator of the Equine Science Center, was brought 
on to the project to help create a package that was both 
scientifically accurate as well as approachable for owners 
of every level. 

“Although vaccines have been around for horses for 
years, often owners are confused as to why this type 
of prophylactic care is important,” stated Dr. Fugaro. 
“Infectious and zoonotic diseases pose a continued 


risk for horses and humans alike. Disease prevalence, 
strains, and the pharmaceutical technology implemented 
to combat these diseases remain an ever-changing 
forum. The brochures provide the most current 
recommendations for our North American horses.” 

New Jersey equine veterinarians are available to 
discuss with their clients which viral and bacterial 
diseases fall under this “reportable diseases” category, 
and create a vaccination schedule that hopefully will 
prevent an owner from ever having to go through that 
process. Often the best way to prevent these diseases 
is vaccination and proper bio-security measures 
(which the Equine Science Center is already looking 
at for the second volume of their resources “Volume 2: 
Biosecurity”).

“New Jersey has faced many emergencies, both 
large and small, in the last several years and we know 
that people feel very strongly about protecting their 
animals in those situations,” said Secretary Fisher. “Our 
new website gives folks the resources they need to care 
for their animals in those trying times and also keep 
themselves safe in the process.” 

The website is provided in various formats to ensure 
access to its vital information whether at home or on- 
the-go. The site is interactive, allowing people to simply 
type in their location to find the nearest help available. 


including animal shelters, veterinary hospitals, offices of 
emergency management, feed stores, county fairgrounds 
and Rutgers Cooperative Extension offices. 

In the event of an emergency, a “ticker” will be visible 
on the home page displaying real-time messages. 

The site has species-specific information for preparing 
for, during, and after emergencies, describes County 
Animal Response Teams, and has information about 
disaster assistance. 

“We learned a lot from past disasters, such as 
Superstorm Sandy, and we know that preparing ahead 
of time for such events will make things easier not only 
for animal owners but also first-responders,” said Dr. 
Manoel Tamassia, New Jersey State Veterinarian. “We 
ask that everyone spread the word and bookmark this 
site on your home computers, tablets and smart phones.”

T he Rutgers Equine Science Center will be gaining 
more prominence with two new special events 
to offer a broad spectrum of equestrian-oriented 
information, from a business and legal slant on the horse 
industry to a lecture on the history of the horse. 

“The traditional role of the center is having the vision 
to identify issues of importance to horse owners and the 
horse industry,” said Karyn Malinowski, a professor who 
is the founding director of the ESC.

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Blackstone Partners see results 
at Saratoga: UnbrifUed’s Song 
colt top PA-bred at $500,000

Five years ago Christian Hansen answered 
a reai estate ad for a 380-acre property formeriy 
caiied Long Stretch Farm in Pine Grove, Pa., that 
was being soid to dissoive a partnership. He met 
then managing partner Dougias Biack and the 
conversation between the two quickiy turned 
toward horses and their shared phiiosophy of how 
to raise and care for fhem. The property saie was 
forgotten. 

“Chrisfian is afofai horse nuf, which i iove,” 
said Biack, owner of DB2 inc., which manufac¬ 
tures men’s formai wear. ‘1 had faiien in iove with 
Thoroughbred racing years ago-foiiowed Keiso, 
Ruffian, Secretariat - and owned racehorses 
in New Jersey before buying this farm in 2006. 
Vt/hen Christian found me i was in the process of 
buying my partners out and wanted to expand into 
breeding. Our ‘meeting of the minds’ resuited in 
Biackstone Farm LLC. i hadn’t reaiiy wanted to seii 
the farm anyway.” 

A fhird partner, New York businessman Mark 
Weissman, came on in 2012 whiie the new group 
jumped fuii-time into the business of breeding 
PA-Breds. 

‘‘We inherited the staiiion Pure Precision, 
who bred just 10 to 14 mares a year, but did weii 
in Pennsyivania with a iimited crop,” said Biack of 
the precocious son of Montbrook who had won the 
2002 Grade 3 Sapiing Stakes. He has four foais on 
fhe ground fhis year af Biackstone. 

Reaiizing quickiy fhaf sfanding a sfaiiion is a 
very expensive venfure, fhe partners decided to 
concentrate on seiecting outside staiiions for fheir 
broodmare band and foaiing and raising fheir foais 
fhemseives wifh fhe goai of producing saies quaiity 
youngsters. 

Pure Precision was soid and currentiy stands 
in Saskatchewan. 

‘‘We did take some chances that first year,” 


said Hansen, a native of Denmark who has been in 
the United States for neariy 10 years after working 
with both Standardbreds and Thoroughbreds in his 
home country, ‘‘i started in Kentucky and iearned 
how the saies worked then worked in Maryiand 
and New York as weii,” he said. ‘‘One thing i reai- 
ized was that everyone does things differentiy-we 
aii have different views in the equine industry, i 
think it took a process to get where we wanted to 
be and there is aiways some tweaking we have to 
do and some chances we have taken.” 

in just five years Biackstone LLC’s changes 
and risks have paid off, most recentiy in August 
at Saratoga when three of their PA-Bred yeariings 
wowed the crowd: two Unbridied’s Song coits soid 
for $500,000 and $300,000; and a $150,000 
Discreef Caf coif ouf of Ginger Bay, fherefore a 
haif-brother to Frammento, who was third in this 
year's Fountain of Youth Stakes-G2 at Guifstream. 

Hansen had recognized the Unbridied’s 
Song—Escape With Me coit, purchased by Fox Hiii 
Farm, as something speciai eariy on. The coit is a 
haif brother to muitipie graded stakes winner Unzip 
Me, who was a champion oider mare in Caiifornia 
earning neariy $1 miiiion before retiring at the age 
of 6. ‘‘He did stand out physicaiiy from the other 
yeariings-he just has that good mind and a good 
waik, deveioping reaiiy niceiy as he has grown.” 

A good waik means that each yeariing waiks 
weii toward you, and weii away, throwing his iegs 
easiiy in a fiuid and effortiess manner according to 
Hansen. ‘‘A good waik comes naturaiiy,” he said. 

‘‘i think you can improve a horse’s waik but you 
cannot create it. We iook at their hips often and 
their hindquarters which is the engine that pushes 
them and an overstep from behind where the hind 
footprint overreaches the front footprint is aiso a 
good sign.”

Hansen, as both farm manager and man¬ 
aging partner, is hands on in foaiing, feeding 
and saies propping neariy 30 yeariings. “These 
horses are very good to us. We bring them into 
this worid, get them ready to seii and maybe 
that is the emotionai part more than anything 
eise since we get attached to them. We beiieve 
in our horses fuiiy trusting us and we don't 
beiieve in using force with them so we teach 
our heip to iearn our way-very hands-on.’’ 

With proper care of his horses a top 
priority, Hansen found assistant Ashiey Rom- 
bough four years ago through the Yard and 
Groom ciassified ads. in her mid 20s she is an 
important part of the aii-woman staff which 
works cioseiy with the horses, “i don't know 
how that happened that we have aii giris on 
the farm, but Ashiey iearned our way of doing 
things as soon as she started and we have weii 
behaved yeariings, aii in good fiesh and easy to 
handie-indicating how weii we aii work to get 
them ready.’’ 

His attachment to the Biackstone home- 
breds inciudes foiiowing them from saies to 
track. “We try to stay ciose to the buyers,’’ said

the 12 carded races which totaied $850,000 
in purses, highiighted by five $100,000 stakes 


Hansen. “We sometimes taik to the peopie that 
break them and caii to get up-to-date informa¬ 
tion on them as they get ciose to racing.’’ Then 
Equibase’s Virtuai Stabie takes over sending 
computer aierts when the individuais work, 
are entered to race and the program provides 
compiete race resuits, too. 

Foiiowing their progress aiso aiiows Hansen 
to heip out when they retire or are in need of 
new homes. “Maybe we can heip out when they 
are finished racing,’’ he said. “Geidings that never 
made it to the track, or one fiiiy in particuiar 
that broke her maiden for us before we soid her 
-we’d bring them home or make an effort to 
heip them if we didn’t have a spot for them here.’’ 

Hansen affectionateiy caiis the retirees 
“uncies’’ (the geidings) and “aunts’’ (the mares) 
that come back to the farm as babysitters for 
their weaniings. 

Hansen admits he is not “a big racehorse 
guy,’’ preferring to choose the matings and 
raise the babies. “When they reach 2 years 
oid and we haven’t soid them, they go on to 
experts in that fieid,’’ he said. “My knowiedge 
does not extend that far.’’

When it comes to breeding, however, 
Hansen is aimost obsessive in his method, “i 
iove the pedigree research and wiii start with 
the mare: the ievei of the mare chooses the 
staiiion.’’ 

“We often wiii take a chance and breed 
to first year, unproven staiiions,’’ he said. “The 
physicai part is the oniy thing you reaiiy know 
for sure about them, so we go and see them, 
too. Sometimes i get a iittie iost in it because 
there are so many aspects to making the 
choice: what are the mare’s offspring doing, 
what are the commerciai trends and the 
responses to a new staiiion and what kind of 
horse do we want out of the mare. The puzzie 
pieces need to come together.’’ 

Of the 42 PA-Bred Biackstone foais born 
this season, young sires inciude first-crop Point 
of Entry, a son of Dynaformer who stands at 
Adena Springs, Jimmy Creed, a 2009 son of 
Distorted Humor, and Liaison, by indian Chariie, 
both of whom stand at Spendthrift Farm; and 
The Factor, a Lane’s End son of War Front, 
whose first foais are yeariings. ®

Chris Antley 
inducted into 
Hall of Fame 


C hris Antley was inducted 
posthumously into the 
Thoroughbred Racing Hall of Fame 
at the National Museum of Racing in 
Saratoga Aug- 7. Antley proved he 
understood his greatest gift when he said 
“I could make the horse my friend by 
the time I got to the starting gate.” His 
accomplishments were legendary; in just 
his third year of riding, Antley led the 
country with 469 victories. He went on 
to win 3,480 races and 127 graded stakes, 
including the Kentucky Derby twice with 
Strike the Gold in 1991 and Charismatic 
in 1999. He and Charismatic also won 
that year’s Preakness. 

Antley grew up in Elloree, S.C., and 
crafted his trade at Franklin Smith’s 
Elloree Training Center. Smith presented 
the Antley family the rider’s Hall of Fame 
plaque. Smith said, “He was a natural. I 
didn’t teach him to ride. You don’t teach 
someone like that to ride. It just comes 
naturally.” 

Antley’s mother Shelly thanked the 
racing industry for helping him grow in 
a sport that he and the family loved so 
much. His former wife, Natalie Jowett 
Antley, spoke from her heart about the 
polarity of life and how it affected her 
troubled husband. Violet Grace Antley, 
the daughter whom Chris never met, also 
attended the ceremony. 

Chris Antley is sorely missed by all 
whose lives he touched. The Hall of 
Fame induction was a most deserved 
honor.

The Virginia Equine Alliance (VEA) had a busy 
September with different events in both Maryland and 
Virginia. Three graded stakes that had been held at 
Colonial Downs —the Grade II Virginia Derby and 
Colonial Turf Cup, and the Grade III Virginia Oaks — 
were in danger of losing their graded status, so the Alliance 
arranged for the trio to be held during this year’s Eaurel 
Park fall meet. The hrst pair, renamed the Commonwealth 
Derby and Commonwealth Turf Cup, were contested for 
respective purses of S400,000 and S250,000 on September 
19th while the SI50,000 Commonwealth Oaks was held 
as part of a Virginia-bred race program at Eaurel on 
September 26th.

For the second straight year, hve Virginia-bred stakes 
that each carry a purse of S60,000, will be held at 
Eaurel on the same afternoon in conjunction with the 
Commonwealth Oaks. The September 26th card includes 
the following stakes — the Bert Allen, Brookemeade, 

Oakley, Punch Fine and Jamestown. 

In mid-October, the VEA will sponsor a four day 
harness meet at the Oak Ridge Estate in Arrington, VA and 
on October 24th, will play host to the International Gold 
Gup at Great Meadow.

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History has a permanent place 
in West Virginia racing

estled in a corner of the track, 
adjacent to the program 
stand, is a piece of nostaigia 
that is iovingiy maintained by 
curator, Ann Hiiton-tho ChariosTown 
Races "History Waii." 

Photos, renderings, piaquos and 
articios adorn the narrow waikway 
ioading to the racetrack apron. 

Each depiction speaks of days 
gone by and the historicai roiovanco 
that iocai racing has harnessed in 
Jefferson County and nationwide. 

It is as if time stands still as well- 
known figures engage your senses 
as they whisper to you of their 
unmistakable exploits. 

Names like Sylvia Bishop, Barbara 
Jo Rubin, Jesse Davidson, Phil Grove, 
Bill Hartack, John F. Kennedy, J. Edgar 
Hoover, Onion Juice, Jiva Coolit and 
Crying for More, just to mention a 
few of my favorite notables. 


The portal to the past has taken 
on even more significance of 
late as horsemen face increased 
competition from neighboring states 
and avaricious politicians bent on 
terminating a noble way of life. 

This is why I turn to the guardians 
of the "Hall of Fame" to help 
illuminate the uninformed of our 
plight to preserve the past and 
guarantee a bright tomorrow. 

SYLVIA BISHOP 

Considered by most to be the 
first African-American woman to be 
licensed as a Thoroughbred trainer 
in the United States. 

A pioneer in the industry, "Mums" 
as she was referred to owned and 
trained horses for over six decades. 

Even though her occupation 
was a rarity amongst women of 
the day, Sylvia believed in herself 
and maintained the philosophy 


that, "horses have moods and 
temperaments just like people." 

The Charles Town native passed 
away at the age of 84 and is 
survived by her daughter Laverne 
Bishop. 

Ms. Bishop was a true American 
icon who lived her dream! 

BARBARA JO RUBIN 

On Feb, 22.1969, at Charles Town, 
Barbara Jo Rubin became the first 
female jockey to win a pari-mutuel 
race at a recognized Thoroughbred 
track in the United States. At the age 
of 19 she rode Cohesion to a narrow 
victory for trainer Bryan Webb. 

Instantaneous celebrity status 
adorned the diminutive teen as 
close to 10,000 patrons packed into 
the 'bullring' known as Charles Town 
Races. 

Rubin soon after was on her way 
to New York City, appearing on The 
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Ed Sullivan Show and interviewed by 
the iegendary Waiter Cronkite. 

JESSE DAVIDSON 

The leading rider in the country in 
1965, Jesse visited the winner's circle 
319 times during that eventful year. 

His career was filled with multiple 
injuries, but he still managed to 
record over 3,000 wins and is best 
remembered for his masterful job 
aboard the superstar filly Shuvee to 
capture the Acorn, Mother Goose 
and Coaching Club American Oaks 
(Filly Triple Crown) and Alabama 
Stakes in 1969. 

His friend and fellow jockey Phil 
Grove said that Jesse was smart and 
especially tough on the tight turns 
at Charles Town and Shenandoah 
Downs. 

PHIL GROVE 

In 1994 Phil received the 
esteemed George Woolf Award, 
given to those riders who 
demonstrate the highest personal 
and professional standards on and 
off the track. 

A winner of 3,991 races as a 
jockey, Mr. Grove held the post as 
State Steward in Maryland for years 
until his recent retirement. 

He is hailed by many as one of 
the all-time greatest jockeys to have 
ridden in West Virginia. 

BILL HARTACK 

Hartack spent his formative years 
on the Charles Town backstretch 
prior to an illustrious career which 
saw him win the Kentucky Derby five 
times and over 4,200 races. 

Inducted into the National Racing 
Hall of Fame in 1959, Bill Hartack 
also graced the cover of Sports 
Illustrated and was the first jockey to 
earn purse monies of $3 million in a 
season. 

Retired from riding in 1960, 

Hartack went on to become a 
steward and held that position at 
several prominent racetracks. 

JOHN R KENNEDY 

Commonly known as JFK, John 
Kennedy was one of the most 
quotable presidents of the 20th 
Century and to date the only one to 
have been Roman Catholic. 

He was famous for his heroics in 
World War II, having commanded PT 
109 and was a winner of a Pulitzer 
Prize. 

In 1960, while seeking the 
presidency of the United States for 


a first term, Kennedy appeared at a 
Democratic rally at the Charles Town 
Races with his wife Jacqueline. 

J. EDGAR HOOVER 

The first director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, Hoover was 
a frequent visitor to the Charles Town 
Races. 

His entire life he lived exclusively in 
Washington, D.C. 

On the history wall is a 
phenomenal newspaper photo, 
though discolored by the ravages 
of time, of J. Edgar Hoover and the 
man they call "The Voice of Charles 
Town Races" Costy Caras. 

ONION JUICE 

The "Juice" was owned by 
Charles "Buck" Woodson and raised 
a mere stones throw from the 
Charles Town stable gate. 

Winner of 27 races out of 
65 career starts, the rugged 
campaigner amassed an amazing 
$226,715 in an era where purses 
seldom were above $10,000. 

Mister Versatility could have been 
his nickname as Onion Juice won 
at distances from 472 furlongs to 1 Vs 
miles. 

In 1987, at the age of 7 "Juice" 
had his finest moment when he 
captured the inaugural running of 
the lucrative West Virginia Breeders 
Classic. 


JIVA COOLIT 

In nine years, Jiva Coolit won 39 
races and earned $218,292 from 113 
starts-he finished second or third 
58 times. Trained by Charles Town 
based Frank Smith, the consistent fan 
favorite was originally purchased for 
just $1,800. 

A multiple track record-holder 
at Penn National, Jiva Coolit was 
ridden to numerous victories by 
former jockey Dennis Kirk now 
Hollywood Casino at Charles Town 
Races jockey's room manager. 

Renowned to have been a horse 
of exceptional intelligence Jiva lived 
to the ripe-old age of 33. 

CRYING FOR MORE 

I saved this venerable warrior for 
last because, like the History Wall, 
he is a testament to a period where 
extraordinary achievements seemed 
cliche. 

The classic "Iron Horse," Crying 
for More's career bridged two 
decades, encompassed 192 starts 


and along the way added 53 wins 
to his portfolio. 

The speed merchant equaled the 
world record at Shenandoah Downs 
for 372 furlongs (:39) and tied a track 
record at Charles Town. 

Crying for More raced until he 
was 13 years old and was generally 
handled by ageless jockey Willie 
Clark. 

I'm sure I have failed to mention 
one of your past or maybe present 
fondest memories of going to the 
races at Charles Town, but if this 
small history lesson encourages you 
to pack-up the family and venture 
to the track. I'll be happy!

Original Paul Brown drawings 
in Sporting Library exhibition 

The National Sporting Library and Museum in Middleburg, Na., is dedi¬ 
cated to preserving, sharing and promoting the literature, art and culture of 
horse andfield sports. For more, see nslmblogmrdpress.com. 

O ne of the most popular figures in horse and field sports in 
the 20th century was American illustrator Paul Desmond 
Brown (1893-1958). In August, the NSLM opened an exhi¬ 
bition of works by Brown, who is known for his talent at depict¬ 
ing horses in action-capturing movement, emotion and personal¬ 
ity NSLM’s first exhibition of Paul Brown from the Permanent 
Collection features his steeplechasing images from the 1930s. It will 
be on view through Jan. 17, 2016. 

Even though he was never a rider himself. Brown was a keen 
observer of horses and riders at races, hunt meets, polo matches, 
and horse shows. He traveled to major steeplechase races in 
America and England throughout his career and documented 
many gallant wins and dramatic crashes. 

The NSLM is lucky to have over 200 examples of original 
works by Paul Brown. This installation is made up entirely of 
works within the collection. All but one—a rare 1930 oil painting- 
are works on paper. Pencil, ink, and watercolor are materials which 
are sensitive to light exposure, so we must limit the amount of 
time they are on display. Many of the works on view will be origi¬ 
nal pencil and ink drawings from some of Brown’s most popular 
books, first published in the 1930s: Spills and Thrills (1933), Ups and 
Downs (1936) and Good Luck and Bad (1940).

Looking Back 


10years ago 

B Champion and dual-classic winner Real 
Quiet arrived at his new home in 
Pennsylvania, Regal Heit Farms in 
Grantvtlle. Among those in attendance to 
welcome the 1998 Kentucky Derby-Gl/ 
Preakness Stakes-Gl winner were 
Pennsylvania’s Lt. Governor Catherine 
Baker Knoll, Adjutant General 
Pennsylvania National Guard Jessica 
Wright and Secretary of Agriculture 
Dennis Wolff. The 10-year-old son of 
Quiet American, owned by a syndicate, 
was paraded at the media event. 

Real Quiet was the sire of three crops 
of racing age, with two stakes winners and 
numerous stakes-placed runners, including 
Grade 3-placed Pussycat DoU. His 2-year- 
old crop of 2005 included stakes-placed 
fiUy Wonder Lady Anne L and a very 
promising maiden winner in Bob Baffert’s 
barn, the colt Midnight Lute. 

Real Quiet stood in Pennsylvania until his 
death in September 2010 from injuries suffered in 
a paddock accident. He made the rounds in the 
state, starting at Regal Heir, moving to Pin Oak 
Pane and finally standing at Penn Ridge Farm 
near Harrisburg. His daughters Pussycat Doll 
and Wonder Lady Anne L, and son Midnight 
Lute, all became Grade 1 winners. 

B Magna Entertainment Corp. (MEC) 
agreed to sell its rights to manage Colonial 
Downs, the racetrack located in New 
Kent, Va., for $10 million. Particulars of 
the deal stipulated that Colonial Downs 
L.P, a subsidiary of Colonial Holdings 
Inc., owner of the track, would purchase 
all existing shares of Maryland-Virginia 
Racing Circuit Inc., a subsidiary of MEC. 
Colonial Downs has been operated by 
MVRC since April 1996. 

B Dr. William Solomon, owner of long- 
established Pin Oak Lane Farm in New 
Freedom, Pa., sat down with editor Lucy

Acton to discuss the future of the 
breeding industry in the state after slots 
approval in 2004. Pin Oak Lane had 
added six stallions for the 2005 breeding 
season and was moving forward with “a 
certain amount of enthusiasm.” 

Among Solomon’s observations: “We 
need to make it more enticing for people 
to keep their mares in Pennsylvania 
year-round, and breed to Pennsylvania 
stallions. There’s one school of thought 
that says Pennsylvania doesn’t need stal¬ 
lions-people can always send their mares 
out of state for breeding. 

“Can you have a major breeding indus¬ 
try in a state without a base of commer¬ 
cial stallions? I don’t think so. I think you 
have to look after the industry from every 
dimension. That’s what the racing legisla¬ 
tion in Pennsylvania intended.” 

B Without division leader Afleet Alex in 
the field. Bob Baffert-trained Roman Ruler, 
one of the top juveniles the year before but 
seeking to regain lost luster, went postward 


for the $1 million Haskell Invitational 
Handicap-Gl at Monmouth Park as the 
even-money favorite and got the win by 1!4 
lengths. Roman Ruler was Baffert’s third 
Haskell winner in five years, following 
Point Given (2001) and War Emblem 
( 2002 ). 

Trainer Tim Ritchey had targeted 
the Haskell for Afleet Alex immedi¬ 
ately following his dominating Belmont 
Stakes-Gl score, but the colt underwent 
surgery for a hairline fracture of his left 
fore cannon bone less than two weeks 
before Monmouth’s marquee event. It 
was noted that the prognosis was good 
for Afleet Alex to return in the fall. 

B The Taylor Made Matchmaker 
Stakes-G3 on the Haskell undercard 
offered the biggest hunch bet of the day. 
Love Match, a Maryland-bred daughter of 
Partner’s Hero totally dismissed by 
bettors, won and paid $56.60. In addition 
to the purse earnings, owner Anne Wrenn 
Poulson had first choice of a stallion 
season to one of three Taylor Made Farm 
stallions, including Afleet Alex’s sire 
Northern Afleet. 

B Eleanor M. Casey, one of West Virginia 
racing’s most recognizable names, and who, 
with her husband James W Casey, 
maintained a successful breeding and 
racing operation in the state for more than 
40 years, died in July at 73 from a heart 
attack, brought on after a fall at the track 
during morning training hours. In 
addition to the outstanding state-breds 
she and her husband bred and 
campaigned, including West Virginia stars 
Coin Collector and Taylor Mountain, her 
legacy included her sons, trainers John A. 
Casey and veterinarian James M. Casey. 

B Laurel Park’s turf course opened to rave 
reviews after being widened from 75 feet 
to 142 feet, which, with a movable inner 
rail, allowed for the creation of six different 
track configurations. 


75years ago 

B The dispersal of the late Willis Sharpe 
Kilmer’s Court Manor was approaching, 
and among the Kilmer mares were “some 
gems beyond price. Young mares by *Sun 
Briar, one of the most prolific broodmare 
sires of our times, from top-class 
producing lines, and of universal high 
class as far as their individuality goes.” 


Not included in the sale were 25-year-old 
*Sun Briar and his great son Sun Beau. 

B Humphrey S. Finney’s “The Editor’s 
Saddle-Bag” included reports on judging 
assignments (at the Maryland State 
Fair, it was Percherons on Labor Day, 
followed by Belgian day, Clydesdale day 
and Suffolk day) and farm visits around 
the state. On one trip: “I drove over to 
Laurel to the Laurel Park Farm, former 


training quarters for the powerful stable 
of Commander J.K.L. Ross and later 
owned by the Laurel Park Stud Company, 
Bob Smith and the late Ral Parr. This 
property is now owned and managed by 
Ralph Hutchinson, of Washington, whose 
father bought the place at the auction sale. 
Hutchinson plans to fix up stables and 
track so as to handle boarders this winter.”

B The inaugural Frank J. De Francis 
Memorial Dash, run at Pimlico and billed 
as the second richest sprint in the country 
next to the Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl, 
landed the nation’s reigning sprint 
champion Safely Kept, Sewickley and 
Glitterman, among others. The stunning 
winner was Northern Wolf, the only 
Maryland-based, Maryland-bred horse in 
the race, who scored by 2 V 2 lengths over 
Glitterman while Safely Kept finished 
fourth. His final time of 1:09 was the 
fastest 6 furlongs ever recorded in 
Pimlico’s 120-year history. 

Racing for his breeders, doctors 
Howard Hoffman, John Meeks and AUen 
Cahill under the name Deep Silver Stable 
and trained by Hank Allen, 4-year-old 
Northern Wolf had the distinction of 
holding the 6-furlong track record at both 
of Maryland’s major tracks, having set the 
1:08.20 mark at Laurel in the Duck Dance 
Handicap in June. 

B Stanley I. Joselson, one of New Jersey’s 
leading breeders, relocated his Josco Farm 
to Chesapeake City, Md. Included in the 


50 years ago 

B Records fell at the Eastern Fall Sale, 
sponsored by the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association, as the two-day, four- 
session auction grossed $872,800, an 
aU-time record for Maryland. Conducted 
by the Fasig-Tipton Company, the sale 
was topped by a Round Table fiUy sold 
for $24,500. 

It was the first sale held in the (almost) 
newly-completed all-purpose pavilion in 
Timonium, which was stiU having work 
done a half-hour before the sale was 
to start. But the sale, the biggest ever 
held in Maryland, went off as sched¬ 
uled. Highlights included three yearlings 
surpassing the previous high mark for 
the sale, as attendance during the four 
sessions ranged from 500 to 1,200. The 
Round Table filly, consigned by Mrs. 
Marion duPont Scott, was purchased by J. 
Hartley Mellick, of Crozet, Va., a relative 
of Mrs. Tyson Gilpin. 

It was noted that “The success of the 
sale took a great deal of pressure off the 
officers and directors of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. They have 
committed their organization to a 20-year 
lease of the sales pavilion.”

enter stud at Northview Stallion Station in 
Chesapeake City at the conclusion of his 
racing career. The son of The Minstrel 
would continue to compete through 1991 
under the colors of Alien Paulson, who 
maintained a 50 percent interest, the other 
50 percent owned by Northview. Among 
Opening Verse’s victories was the 1990 
Grade 1 Oaklawn Park Handicap. 

B Maryland-bred Restless Con (10-1) won 
the Haskell Invitational Handicap-Gl over 
Maryland-bred Baron de Vaux (26-1) to 
establish himself as the state’s top 3-year- 
old colt. Bred by California resident Geri 
Hughes, he also became the first Grade 
1 -winning male for his late sire. Sagamore 
Farm’s Restless Native. 

B Pennsylvania freshman sire Nepal got 
his first winner when his 2-year-old son 
Concomitant broke his maiden at 
Belmont Park. Nepal stood at Upland 
Spring Farm near UnionviUe. 

B Mrs. Elizabeth Moran’s Brushwood 
Stable sold a Pennsylvania-bred Danzig 
filly, the first foal out of champion Family 
Style, for $1.3 million at the Saratoga 
yearling sale. Brushwood sold five for a 
total of $2,005,000 to rank third among 
consignors at the sale.

“It is that way with Jay Sensenich. He 
has 2-year-olds in his barn. No man can 
say that they won’t achieve greatness.

^sion^nd place. For Jim McKay, 
my grandfather, Maryland and the 
world of Thoroughbreds gave him just 
that. Although he was born a hundred 
miles from Baltimore in Philadelphia; 
Papa, as I know him, quickly found 
his place in Maryland. His and my 
grandmother’s affinity for the rolling hills 
of northern Baltimore County turned 
Monkton, Md., and Bellefield Farm 
into their home for nearly 30 years. 

They embraced everything there was 
to celebrate about Maryland. As a kid, I 
remember cruising the Inner Harbor with 
my grandfather in the small electric boats 
adjacent to the old WWII submarine; or 
watching fireworks from the old Harbor 
Court apartments on Light Street. We 
saw an era end at Memorial Stadium as 
Papa ceremoniously helped move home 
plate to Oriole Park. Baltimoreans would 
be hard-pressed to find a man who loved 
watching the O’s with a beer and dog 
more than he. Regularly we had to leave 
the games early, school nights, but Papa 
was quick to tune in WBAL and soon 
Jon Miller’s voice filled the air mixed with 
occasional AM static as we got further 
into the county. The orange glow of the 
city faded driving out 1-83 North and 
ultimately succumbed to darkness the 
further we ventured along Monkton and 
Shepperd Roads. Eventually though the 
high beams caught hold of the three- 
board white fences I have come to know 
so well; Bellefield, we were home. 

I had moved back to Maryland around 
age 7 and by that time my grandparents 
were dabbling in the Thoroughbred 
world. Bellefield Farm was a far cry from 
a major operation, but an operation 


it was. Three mares roamed the fields: 
Special Darlin, Seven Paces and Angie’s 
Star, dam of Sean’s Ferrari. Foals like 
Little Hurt, Please Mong and Sweet 
Bunny also graced the farm through the 
years; I think I enjoyed naming foals 
the most. When it came time to train, 
we made our way to Bonita Farm where 
Papa and I would perch in a tower 
overlooking the track, binoculars in hand. 
Race days eventually came, and perhaps 
more exciting than the races themselves 
was seeing the farm’s silks on the track; 
powder blue with a single white star. 

Horses and racing were, and are, a 
Maryland institution. Bellefield was 
in full swing as the Maryland Million 
was in its infancy, but no matter, two 
things were certain: the third Saturday 
in May and a Saturday in October had 
already been claimed. The former, the 
Preakness, was the rare glimpse of Papa’s 
profession and passion combined. He 
scribbled down some notes on a yellow 
legal pad and they quickly became an 
eloquent opening on Wide World (of 
Sports). He only needed a few minutes, 
the words were in there, they just had 
to be written down. I think I took for 
granted the ease with which words flowed 
from pen to paper, but understand 
now I was seeing a master at work. 

My grandfather loved being a part 
of the Preakness, but The Million was 
different. It was his baby, an homage to 
the state he decided to call home decades 
earlier. He wanted Maryland to have its 
own celebration of horse and state, and 
that’s what has continued for 30 years; a 
man’s dream to showcase the best of what 
Maryland and its horse country have to 
offer. H

starters. 

To be eligible for the Maryland Mil¬ 
lion, a horse must be sired by a stallion 
who stands in Maryland. And that stal¬ 
lion must, himself, be nominated to the 
Maryland Million. The fee to nominate 
a stallion to the Maryland Million is an 
amount equal to the stallions stud fee. 

To remain eligible, a stallion must be 
renominated every year. 

From the launch of the program in 
1985 until the breeding season of 2007 
(foals of 2008), owners nominated their 
foals to the Maryland Million. And once 
nominated, a horse would be eligible to 
compete throughout his or her racing 
career. 

Starting with the 2008 breeding 
season (2009 foals), foals no longer need 
to be nominated-they are automatically 
certified to run as long as their sire was 
nominated to the Maryland Million in 
the year they were conceived. 

“We have always wanted to get every 
foal by every nominated stallion in the 
program, and this is the way to do it,” 
said Cricket Goodall, executive director of 
Maryland Million Ltd. “Now when you 
breed to a Maryland Million nominated 
stallion you know that your foal is eligible 
to take advantage of this great program.” 

Nominator awards, totaling 10 percent 
of the purse for each race, will continue 
to be paid to the original foal nominators 
prior to the crop of 2009, and to stallion 
nominators for all runners. The amount is 
divided 2 percent to first; 1.5 percent to 
second; 1 percent to third; and .5 percent 
to fourth.

Often these awards come several years 
down the road, after a race horse is no 
longer owned by the individual who paid 
the nomination fee. 

Although most Maryland Million 
starters are Maryland-breds, a horse need 
not be a Maryland-bred in order to com¬ 
pete in these events. A horse is bred in the 
state in which he is foaled. 

Twelve other states and Canada have 
been represented in the 29 Maryland 
Million runnings to date. Horses bred 
in Arkansas, Florida, Illinois, Kentucky, 
Massachusetts, Nebraska, New Jersey, 
New York, North Carolina, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia and West Virginia have gone to 
the post. 

Winners have come from a total of 
eight states and Canada. Seventy-six of 
the 310 events have gone to horses bred 
outside of Maryland.

Maryland-breds have won 234 of the 
310 events (75 percent). 

Ratios have varied from year to year. 
On the inaugural Maryland Million Day 
in 1986, only three Maryland-breds won. 
The following year, they accounted for 
eight of the nine races. In ’93, for the 


first time ever, Maryland-breds swept the 
program—a feat duplicated in 1997 and 
2000. 

Maryland-breds have fared especially 
well in the featured Maryland Million 
Classic, taking 22 of the 29 runnings. 
Only Kentucky-bred Herat, who starred 
in the first running.

Boniface plays strong role in 
fortunes of Maryland Million

renditions to Bill Boniface s office 
you things he’s done. The devil-red 
Calumet Farm hang old and framed, 
[er of the prized racetrack job he 
got bylying. A glass case displays a bottle 
of 2010 Chateau Bonita merlot, Boniface’s 
second vintage, its neck draped with a 
Governor’s Cup gold medal. A huge color 
caricature touches the feat that changed it 
all. Deputed Testamony’s 1983 Preakness 
splash, a toothy-glad Boniface hoisting a 
money bag with two more at his feet and 
the unlikely bay hero at his side. 

The additions to Bill Boniface’s work 
clothes tell you things he’s done. Muddy 
blots on worn denim knees speak of earthy 
chores in Bonita Farm’s hilly fields. Worn 
white sneakers flecked with dirt mark shed- 
row passages within the property’s white- 
and-red-trimmed barns. A leather cellphone 
holster, weathered and frayed at the snap, 
reveals a man in demand. 

Boniface works a phone as he works a 
room, with ease, panache and homespun 
charm, which explains in part how the stal¬ 
lion Etched made his way from Kentucky 
to become Bonita’s newest stallion. Etched’s 
first creations stand eligible for the juvenile 
stakes this upcoming 30th Maryland 
Million Day, the racing novelty Boniface 
helped birth with friend and program 
namesake Jim McKay. 

By landing Etched, Boniface added a 
dash of royalty to Maryland’s stallion ranks 
through partnership with global Thorough¬ 
bred racing/breeding empire Darley Stud, 
owned by Dubai ruler Sheikh Mohammed 
bin Rashid A1 Maktoum. “I like to say that 
I’m partners with one of the wealthiest guys 
in the world,” Boniface says, half-grinning 
behind an office desk bearing the wood-pan¬ 
eled advisory THE BUCK STOPS HERE. 

When the 2011 retirement of Derby¬ 
winning stud Go for Gin left Bonita stand¬ 
ing only Mojave Moon, sire of2009 Mary¬ 


land Million Classic winner Sumacha’hot, 
Boniface tapped a spring to his vast 
Thoroughbred reservoir. He reached former 
Bonita staffer Nicole Schab, who married 
trainer A1 Stall Jr., whose clients include the 
fashionable Claiborne Farm in Kentucky. 
Boniface’s message: “Let me know of any 
stallion prospects Claiborne doesn’t want.” 

Word found then-Darley stallion 
manager Charlie Boden, best man at the 
Stall-Schab wedding, and soon Boniface 
was walking down the aisle of Darley’s Lex¬ 
ington, Ky, Thoroughbred division. 

“This horse, he caught my fancy,” he 
says of Etched, both in the flesh and in the 
books. 

A Kentucky-bred son of Grade 1 win¬ 
ners Forestry and Unbridled Elaine, Etched 
won seven of 11 races through age 6 and, 
by Boniface’s tabbing, earned passes for 
three of the four misses. Boniface guides a 
workman’s hand along Etched’s past-perfor¬ 
mance lines, excusing the hiccups: “Never 
acclimated to Dubai... Broke down in the 
Clark.” 

Etched’s only honest loss, he says, hap¬ 
pened in the 2010 Breeders’ Cup Classic 
that starred Blame and Zenyatta - hardly a 
demerit. 

“If he’d have won that race, he’d have 
been standing for a hundred thousand [dol¬ 
lars] in Kentucky,” Boniface says. “But he 
didn’t, and that’s why I wanted to get him 
here. Because this is a very serious racehorse. 
A very, very serious racehorse.” 

Sporting a $3,500 stud fee. Etched 
covered 34 mares each of his first two years 
at Bonita, Boniface says, maybe half that 
in 2015. Ever ready to strum the chords of 
history, he quickly plays a caveat. 

“I’ve gotta remind ya: Northern Dancer 
only had 24 foals in his first crop. He never 
bred more than 40 mares because Mr. [E.P.] 
Taylor didn’t believe in it. And he’s the best 
stallion there ever was.” 


Forty years after he sent a $500 mare 
(Proof Requested) to a $500 stallion (Traf¬ 
fic Cop), got a classic winner in Deputed 
Testamony, stallion-syndicated him for $5.2 
million and used the haul to relocate Bonita 
Farm on 400 acres in Darlington, Harford 
County, Boniface coaxed Etched as part of 
a grander plan. 

Purse-money levels muscled by slot- 
machine gains, Maryland’s Thoroughbred 
tracks offer 30 percent bonuses to breed¬ 
ers and owners of the top three state-bred 
finishers in everyday races. The program 
that brings fresh incentives to horsemen, 
Boniface says, might entice Darley to 
establish a more formidable stallion string 
in Maryland. 

Those coals were stoked when an Etched 
filly out of the Rakeen mare Bay of Bengal 
and granddaughter of Grade 2 Black-Eyed 
Susan Stakes winner Calipha was reserve 
champion at the 2015 MHBA yearling show. 

“It shows that he gets a good-lookin’ 
horse, and a good-lookin’ horse’ll usually 
run good,” Boniface says. “And I love his 
2-year-olds - they are so powerful and 
strong, got bone like him, got good minds 
like him. I think he’s gonna prove to be a 
stallion.” 

Time and circumstance have certified 
Boniface’s horse-making vision. He leads 
all breeders with seven Maryland Million 
victories and, in effect, made a score before 
the first Million race unfolded. 

Wife Joan typing on a desk across 
from his, Boniface engages the tale, the 
accepted one: McKay (born McManus), 
the acclaimed TV sports journalist who 
bred horses with wife Margaret on their 
Monkton farm, returned from the inaugu¬ 
ral 1984 Breeders’ Cup in California with 
the sudden revelation that Maryland might 
concoct a state-sired equivalent. 

“We were at the old farm,” Boniface 
says. “And Jim came down, was standin’ by

the startin’ gate. He had just been to the 
Breeders’ Cup, and he said.. 

Joan, not appearing to listen, suddenly 
stops typing: “It was Margaret who said 
it, cornin’ back on the plane, said, ‘Jijri, we 
should do somethin’ like that in Mary¬ 
land.’ ” 

Boniface, not at all derailed: “And I 
said, ‘Jiin, well, why not?’ And so I ran it 
by \xhcn-Maryland Horse editor] Snowden 
Carter, and Snowden was very pessimistic, 
said, ‘That’ll never fly. Bill.’ So, of course, in 
those days, when somebody said that to me, 
I got to makin’ it fly. So I called up a dozen 
stallion managers and said, ‘Would you put 
up the stud fee ?’ because we needed the 
seed money to start. And all said yes. Most 
of’em didn’t write a check, but they said yes. 

“So I went back to Jim and said, ‘I’m 
tellin’ ya, we’re gonna get X dollars to start 
the kitty, and then if we can get sponsor¬ 
ships to the tune of payin’ the purses, we’ll 
be in business. And, of course, the key to 
getting the sponsorship money was Jim, and 
- boom! - before you knew it, we had these 
commitments. 

“We went to the kitchen over at Jim’s 
place. Margaret made some soup and some 
14 


sandwiches. It was [then-Pimlico general 
manager] Chick Lang and Jim and I. And 
I had this notepad made out... I had nine 
races written up, a hundred thousand [dol¬ 
lars] each. And so Chick Lang turned to 
me and he said, ‘Billy, all of these races are 
just figments of your imagination.’ He said, 
‘Why don’t you imagine one more and we 
can call it the Maryland Million.’ And that’s 
where the name was born.” 

Through clouds of skepticism, the Mary¬ 
land Million launched in 1986, and one 
year later Boniface reached heights unseen. 
On Million Day 1987 at Pimlico, he be¬ 
came the first trainer to win three $100,000 
races on a card. 

To embellish the upstart Maryland 
Million in general and his horses’ prospects 
in particular, Boniface had enticed Hall of 
Fame jockey Laflit Pincay Jr. from Califor¬ 
nia for that second running. Pincay rode 
two of Boniface’s winners. Gold Glove 
in the First National Bank of Maryland 
Ladies, and Sean’s Ferrari in the Business 
Express Nursery. 

Of all the electric Maryland Million mo¬ 
ments the past three decades, few glowed 
like Sean’s Ferrari’s, the colt Margaret Mc¬ 


Manus had bred and named for an inside 
joke. Sean McManus, then in his early 20s 
and not yet president of CBS Sports, had 
been pestering his parents for a Ferrari, 
whereupon Jim and Margaret walked him 
to a paddock at their Bellefield Farm. Mar¬ 
garet pointed to a blaze-faced bay weanling 
and told Sean, “There’s your Ferrari.” 

No favorite won on Million Day 1987, 
a truth punctuated by Sean’s Ferrari’s 16-1 
upset of King’s Snow, at 2-5 the day’s stron¬ 
gest favorite. 

“A part of the story behind the story,” 
Boniface says. “Jim McKay’s real name was 
Jim McManus. And up in Connecticut 
somewhere, he’d go there in the summer, 
and at the post office where he got his mail, 
there was another guy by the name of Mc¬ 
Manus. So they meet; they become friends. 
This guy McManus has a big corporation, 
and he also started a commuter service from 
Boston to Baltimore. 

“So we’re down at Jim’s house for dinner 
one night; the other McManus was there. 

So I said, ‘Jim, why don’t we get him to 
sponsor a race ? We’ll call it the Business 
Express Nursery’ The guy said, ‘Okay, I’ll 
sponsor it.’ So after dinner and a couple 
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Jim McKay and Bill Boniface were honored during the 20th Maryland Million Day celebration.

bottles of wine, I said, ‘If he’s gonna put up 
the money, why don’t we sell him part of 
that horse, and he can win back the money 
he’s puttin’ up.’ Now, what were the odds 
that was gonna happen, right ? I mean, that’s 
a zillion to one. But by a nose it did.” 

So he had a piece ofSeans Ferrari? 

“He had a piece,” Boniface says. 

“They each had a third,” Joan says from 
her desk, meaning her husband and the two 
McManuses. 

McKay and Boniface shared other 
horses, the co-bred Please Mong among 
them. The Deputed Testamony mare a 
retired maiden, she’s managed to produce 
winners from most of her offspring. One of 
them, a 2-year-old Etched filly, got her gate 
card in mid-August and moved closer to her 
racing debut - for Sean McManus and 
nephew James Fontelieu. Their prime 
objective: the Lassie. Her name: Mong’s 
Million. 

For more than a half-century, Boniface 
has tempted adventure. With a nudge from 
his dad, horseman and The Evening Sun turf 
editor William Boniface, young Bill quit 
school at 15, left home, exaggerated his age 
and started galloping horses for vaunted 
Calumet Farm in Kentucky and Florida. 
Back in Maryland as a 17-year-old jockey, 
he fought weight and perceived recklessness 
until an epiphany unveiled itself at Timoni-

um. Disqualified once on the card, he drew the stewards’ attention 
again that very afternoon. 

“So I’m ridin’ a horse for my father; she flips goin’ in the gate,” 
Boniface says. “The starter says, ‘Billy, you all right?’ ‘Sure I’m all 
right.’ I coulda been half-dead, you know ?’ So he put me back on 
her, and goin’ into the first turn, Ray Mikkonen’s on the inside, 
screamin’ - he always was screamin’ for room - and I come over on 
him just enough. And I won the race. And here I go back before the 
stewards. They left me up. No disqualification. 

“I get dressed, but I say, ‘I know I’m gonna get another 10 days.’ 
So I go up on the midway, and the guy’s sellin’ pizzas. I get a pizza 
pie and a pitcher of beer - in those days, they weren’t checkin’ cards 
like today. Drank that whole pitcher o’ beer, ate the pizza pie... and 
next to that was a Marine Corps recruitin’ stand.” 

Tacking 107 pounds at 5-foot-11, Boniface boarded a train 
to Parris Island days later. Four years in the Corps, he returned 
home 140 pounds (his weight today), changed but not altogether 
regimented. Fiis father had a seven-acre spread not far from Timo- 
nium’s north gate. Bill, training off the farm, contends he would 
ride his racehorse across York Road, gallop him on the Timonium 
strip and ride him home. 

Senior years scarcely corked his zeal. Long a wine aficionado, 
Boniface bought 2,500 merlot vines from Northern California and 
planted them across two acres. The Governor’s Cup gold medal for 
the 2010 vintage, he says, was one of 10 accorded 500 entries. 

Connoisseurs raved beyond the tasting room: Boniface sold 
more than 2,000 bottles of the 2010 merlot at $30 each. But the last 
two savage winters sapped the vines, and he sold them. 

“Most Maryland wines, people plant hybrids that will stand the 
winter, but they won’t make great wine,” he says. “I got great wine, 
but it didn’t survive the winters.” 

At 73, Boniface allows much of the hands-on horse work to two 
of his three sons: Kevin does the training, and John oversees the 
breeding operation, yearlings and turnouts. (Billy had had a role 
too until he became Fiarford County’s director of administration.) 
But their dad still occupies the horse barns and the five-eighths-mile 
training track, and, as always, any of Bonita’s hilly fields. Fie’d spent 
the day before unloading three hay wagons, with no stated muscle 
soreness; not so, apparently, a young stablehand. 

“This boy that was helpin’ me unload yesterday called my son and 
said his back was killin’ him and he couldn’t come in,” Boniface says, 
steering a pickup across the farm’s blacktop drive. “I said ‘Lemme tell 
you somethin’, you 25-year-old. I’ll be there in the mornin’; you be in 
too.” Fie points to a Jeep parked stable-side. “You see he came.” 

The second hay cutting proved formidable, but Boniface puts 
Bonita’s 2015 yield down by half for spring’s incessant rains. You 
need four dry days to bring the hay in, cut it, fluff and re-fluff it, 
rake and bale it, he says; from mid-May through most of June, those 
four-day windows never opened. Fiay and straw prices, he reckons, 
could spike this winter. 

But across the field, down the slope, up the hill, broodmares 
graze with watchful sucklings. Over in the training barn, unraced 
horses relish breakfast and a chance to embody human dreams. 
Across the roadway, in the stallion barn. Etched and Mojave Moon 
await a romance that might change history. 

Whatever the cash crops might bring, it’s prime growing season 
for Thoroughbreds along Maryland’s newly fertile landscape. Ever 
hopeful. Bill Boniface has space on his office walls and working 
clothes to add mementoes. H
